In a fast, open game, delighting a crowd of more than 22,000, N.S.W. defeated China, 6 goals to 4, in the Soccer match at the Sydney Cricket Ground yesterday. 

Three goals behind at half-time, China adopted the robust wing-to-wing swinging style of N.S.W., drew level, with seven minutes to go, but could not stop the home side from adding two quick goals to clinch victory. 
Both sides suffered casualties. Conquest, N.S.W. goalkeeper, left the field after 20 minutes' play with a gash in his hand. China's captain, A.Chee, with a strained leg muscle did not return after half-time; and 
W.C.Leung, Chinese centre-half, went off in the second half to have two stitches inserted in an eye wound. 

Fortunately, both sides were able to continue at full numerical strength because officials had agreed, before the match, to waive the rule prohibiting replacement of injured players. 

Appearance in the N.S.W. goal of "Tugger" Bryant added zest to the game. 

Normally a forward, but evidently a "goalie" by instinct, Bryant put on a first-class performance. 

He introduced a venturesome spirit, which frequently had the crowd gasping, but capped it with brilliant interception which, time and again, foiled the Chinese sharp-shooters. 

If the visitors had a weakness, it was the forwards' inability to finish the many fine combination approaches to the goal-mouth. 

Their footwork was superb, and their short passing a pleasure to watch, but they lacked the touch of individualism which abandons team-work when the opportunity presents itself and forges through the defence 
alone. 

J.("Buller") Hughes, N.S.W. inside left, for whom the match was a personal triumph - he scored four of the State's goals - showed what a roving spirit and a deadly drive near goal can accomplish. 

Success came first to China, 10 minutes from the start, when good teamwork by the right wing culminated in a beautiful low pass from the inside right, Chang, to the foot of Hyui, the tall centre-forward. 

Hyui shot for the corner of the net. Conquest almost got his hands to it as he flung himself sideways, but the ball was just too fast for him. 

Hughes equalled for N.S.W. three minutes later, an accurate centre by Crowhurst creating a scramble in front of goal from which the opportunist sent the ball sizzling past Y.Z.Chang, China's "goalie." 

Then came the accident to Conquest. 

A sequence of raids from China's left wing resulted in Hau, the outside man - a tricky dribbler - breaking through in a dash for goal. 

Conquest rushed out and got his hand to the ball just as Hau kicked. 

The kick split the goalkeeper's hand between the middle and third fingers. 

He left the field and had seven stitches inserted in the wound at St. Vincent's Hospital. 

Until Bryant appeared, Wallace, the right-back, put on the goalkeeper's jersey and gave the crowd an immediate thrill by rushing out nearly 20 yards and missing the ball. Before Hau could shoot, however, the 
N.S.W. captain, Coolahan, cleared from the goal-mouth. With the N.S.W. halves keeping the ball well up to the forwards, and the "frontline five" swinging in with astonishing accuracy from wing to wing, the home 
side then went ahead. 
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First, Hughes, on the spot as usual, took full advantage of one of Crowhurst's super-kicks. 

Then Quill, the centre-forward, made a clever run in midfield, guiding the ball to the spot marked "X," where Y.Z.Chang was not standing. 

Final goal for N.S.W. in the first half came from a fast high shot by Hughes, which flashed in under the bar beyond "YZ's" reach. 

After the interval, China entered the match with renewed vigor, and it reached tremendous pace, with magnificent exhibitions of long passing by both sides. 
A splendid low drive from Hyui, which caught Bryant on the wrong foot, put fresh heart into the visitors, who kept up the pressure for nearly 20 minutes. 
They scored again from a penalty kick, granted after a scrimmage in front of goal. 

K.C.Fung made no mistake from "the spot." 

Light rain made no difference to their attack, and a brilliant advance by Tsao, on the right wing, gave Hyui the opportunity to bring the score level. 

But N.S.W. now gained new life, Hughes headed In the fifth goal from a centre from the right, and Osborne, left half, within three minutes of the final bell, scored spectacularly with a tremendous drive from 25 yards 
out.

Although beaten by New South Wales by six goals to four in the opening match of their tour, which was played at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday afternoon, the Chinese team gave a splendid account of 
itself. 

There was not a dull moment in a fast open, and scientific game, and the visitors only needed a little luck to have at least made a draw. 

Altogether 21,739 spectators paid £2,027 in admission fees to witness the match, which opened ceremoniously, the 20 members of the Chinese team led by their manager Mr.Woo Lai Tin, carrying the Chinese 
national flag, marching on to the ground, followed by the New South Wales team, led by its captain, W.Coolahan, and manager, Mr.Tom Hastle. The teams were led on to the field by Dr.C.J.Pao, Consul-General 

for China, who kicked off at 3 o'clock, after Chee Ah-Hooi had won the toss for China. 

The New South Wales team included several members making their first appearance in such an important contest. Norman Conquest, the goalkeeper, was unfortunate. When diving to intercept a ball in the goal 
area he received a severe kick between the fingers of his right hand. Seven stitches were inserted. Ray Bryant (Gladesville-Ryde), the team reserve, under an agreement between the team managers,was substituted 
for Conquest, and he demonstrated his versatility by doing excellant work. Later in the game the Chinese centre half-back, Leung Wing-Cheu, received head injuries which compelled him also to retire, one of the 
reserves, Lai Shiu-Wing, took his place. China scored the first goal of the game, Chau Ching-To, the outside left forward, receiving the ball from Chang King-Hoi and driving it past Conquest into the net from about 
20 yards out. Play had then been in progress about a quarter of an hour. The approach work for his goal demonstrated the effectiveness of the Chinese W formation among the forwards, using the short passes which 
enabled them to thread their way through the field to within shooting distance, when Hau's shot went in with excellent effect. 

Had they maintained this promptitude in taking advantage of openings, and also shown consistently the same accuracy in shooting, China's players might quite conceivably have marched off winners instead losers, 
but their need of match play soon made itself apparent in missed opportunites, and when the great scoring force, W.Coolahan, Roy Crowhurst, Jim Wilkinson, and J.Hughes went seriously into action it began to 
make trouble for the Chinese defence. 

China hit back hard and often, but the New South Wales half-backs, swift, astute, and relentless, kept their forwards well supplied with the ball, and goals for a while came fairly rapidly, J.Hughes scoring two in 
succession; then A.Quill, the centre forward, who had been unsuccessful earlier, accepted a pass from Coolahan, ran the ball through the Chinese defence, and sent a low drive into the net. Hughes added his third 
goal by collecting a rebound when the ball struck the crossbar, and made the half-time scores 4-1 in favour of New South Wales. 

On changing ends China again set a speedy pace, to which New South Wales responded, and after about a quarter of an hour of play their centre forward, Hyui Vung-Khwe, raised their hopes by getting their second 
goal. Play became very vigorous, and China carried an attack to the goal mouth, gaining a corner kick which was taken by Hau Ching-To and placed right in the goal mouth. Bryant caught the ball, but for some 
infringement a penalty kick was awarded to China and successfully taken by Fung King-Cheung. 

Inspired by this good fortune, China attacked to such purpose that Fung soon scored the equalising goal, and this in turn stung New South Wales to greater endeavours. Two more goals were scored, one headed 

by Hughes, and the sixth with a splendid drive by J.Osborne. China rallied and attacked repeatedly, and Wallace, Moy, and Coolahan, who frequently dropped back and played a third-back defensive game, were kept 
very busy, while Bryant also had several chances to show his ability. Shooting equal to the approach work in midfield should have netted China two or possibly three goals, but the players were tiring and became 
inaccurate; other chances, were lost through delaying the shot too long.

Before a crowd of 2,700 at Woonona yesterday, The Chinese soccer team defeated Illawarra by 4-2. Rain at times very heavy, fell for the ?? time of play, and the ball and ground were slippery making handling 
difficult. China won the toss and attacked immediately. Their positional play was a feature of the game. Hai, inside left, drove with terrific force and just missed the post. Illawarra made headway, largely through the 
play of Cunningham, but Sung, centre half, cleared and Chang in goal, moved the position by punting well down. As the ground became churned up, players had difficulty in keeping their feet. The first quarter of the 
match saw Hai send over a nice cross, for Worthington to save in the goal-mouth. Shortly afterwards the wet ball caused Worthington to fumble and Hyui missed a scoring opportunity. Then play went to the other 
end. Lee Tin Sang caused much laughter by a beautiful overhead kick when lying on the ground. The first goal came when Hyui Vung Kwei took a cross from outside-right Hai, and slammed it into the net. 

Illawarra forced the pace, and Naughton made a brillant move in front of goal, severely testing goalie Chang. Lee Tin Sang saved a dangerous situation in front of goal, as Cunningham was going to place the ball in 
the net with the keeper out of position. Worthington, Illawarra's goalie, playing his first international game made a great showing in goal and saved many hard shots. Cunningham equalised when he intercepted a 
?? pass from Vickery and headed it into the net. Half-time came soon afterwards. 
Lee Tin Sang, inside right, put China in the lead when he scored from a move in which all the Chinese forwards took part. Love put up the equaliser. Kelso struck the upright. Shand ?? drove the ball, which struck 
the keeper, and Love sent it in before the keeper could get back into position. 
Towards the closing stages Illawarra took the accendency, Bignall, Kelso, and Vickery being prominent in several moves, and placing the ball accrately for their vanguard. Chang, the Chinese goalie, saved several 
hot shots particularly one from Cunningham. China's third, came when Hau, the outside left, took a pass from Chang King Hai. The final goal came after a move in which Lee Tin Sang passed to Chang who sent it 
in with terrific force.

China's soccer team defeated Northern District, 5-3, at Newcastle Sports Ground on Saturday. It forced back into my teeth many words of criticism regarding the individual worth of the side and doubts cast 
regarding its collective strength and ability. It is no excuse to say that | have never seen a side improve so much in a week. The Northern team played badly, as was obvious even to the uninitiated among the 
8000-odd spectators, but it is a matter for argument whether the North, with every man pulling his weight - and only four did - could have done very much more than hold its opposition. It had its chances for a time 
in the second half but was not good enough to take advantage of them. The team was, all in all, a sorry disappointment. The Chinese team which played on Saturday was at least a four goal better side than that 
which played in Sydney the Saturday before. Not the least reason tor this remarkable advance was the fact that the week's rigorous physical training the team had to undergo added greatly to the condition of the 
players. This was most noticeable on Saturday. The Chinese team will continue to improve, and, by the time the Tests come round, will be a serious threat. Australian Association officials present at the ground 
should heed the warning and insist that the best Australian sides, properly trained, if working conditions permit, should play in the Test matches. As in 1937. when the forces were marshalled to defeat England, 
interstate considerations and boundaries must be put aside. If Queensland or Victoria can provide the best 11 Australian Soccer players, those men should be the Test side. Only one Northern side in the last 10 
years has played as badly as that of Saturday. That was a team which lost to the South in Sydney some seasons ago by a score which suggested cricket rather than Soccer. It had the excuse of being a side of 
spare parts. Saturday's team was, with no more than two exceptions, the best on paper the North could have put on the field. In practice, it was, with four exceptions, perhaps the worst that could have played. 
China was the better side in every way. The North played a sober, industrious game, without variation. Any Chinese player told off to mark a Northerner always knew where to find him. On the other hand, the 
Chinese forwards, led finely by Hyui, ably backed by Tsao, who is one of the finest visiting wingers we have seen, not only passed with complete precision, but moved quickly to what seemed to them the most likely 
position, and performed many intricate and free figures. Time after time Hyui would quietly forsake his natural beat down the middle and be given the ball near one of the wings, without a man within yards of him. 
For this reason the Chinese defence seemed so much better than the North's than it might really have been. But, at the same time, the Chinese half-backs and backs seemed to have a better idea of their duties 
than the Northern defence, and the Chinese forwards had not only more imagination but much more technical skill. Perhaps the most striking difference, after the teams settled down on a rough pitch not conducive 
to good Soccer, was that China seemed to take matters with almost nonchalant ease, whereas the Northern men appeared anxious to kick the ball harder than a ball had ever been kicked before. They lost several 
goals, and sometimes even missed the ball altogether. Even allowing for the poor play of some of the Northerners it must be admitted that China gave our players a football lesson. Yet we know that the Northern 
men can play football. What, then, was the reason for their failure, certainly made less abject by a spirited recovery in the second half, but no less a failure because of that? For instance, W.Lonergan and R.Date 
could do little right, yet both are playing outstanding football with their clubs. Both are in the top flight of inside forwards, yet were tricked into shaky displays on Saturday. Position play, or lack of it, was the North's 
worst fault, allied with an inability to keep the game moving. And another serious fault was that the Northern players played too wide and left China too much space down the field's middle. China won because it was 
positionally perfect, because its forwards used the ball in telligently, because there was no selfishness, and because its defence tackled quickly and decisively, and kicked cleanly and with thought. China had only 
one weakness, and that not for long. It was in the wing half-backs for a time in the second half. That may be explained by the fact that Woo, a fine player in the first half, had to leave the field. and his substitute, 
playing his first match, needed a little time to settle down. Once he did China became dominant again. None of the Northern side made a reputation in this match, and only W.Morgan enhanced that which he had. 
W.Coolahan had too much to do because Fraser, whose main fault was that he tried too hard, was often out of position, so that Coolahan was a sort of full-back-half-back all in one, and the task was too great for 
even a Coolahan, particularly when opposed to such a great player as Tsao. He alone demanded the undivided attention of a great player such as Coolahan. 
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The North's forwards were the greatest disappointment. Some looked nearly always as it they had a chain and an iron weight attached to their legs. Date and Lonergan, trying to force their way into a Test team, 
were too eager and, consequently, made errors they would never make in a club match. This meant that A.Quill, the centre-forward, was handicapped, yet he managed to play well. Centre-forwards cannot soar 
and seldom score without wings, and the real failure of the North was on the wings. This was because Lonergan and Date could not set the wings going, and also because the well-ordered Chinese defence made 
sure the flanks could not function perfectly. As a consequence, Quill was often blotted out, although he showed what he could do when he tried several runs on his own in the second half. The Northern attack 
certainly did its best to flatter the Chinese defence. The inside- forwards were also too often too far down the field, and Screen was left with no less than three men facing him when he had the ball -not a very happy 
position for a centre-half to find himself in. Coolahan, worried by Tsao, and Fraser combined, could not give his usual attention to helping Merrion. H.Wilkinson, one of the North's two best field players, did his work 
quietly and was never spectacular. He was a success. Mascord played all the afternoon with poise and dignity and kicked with nice strength and often with fine aim 40 or 50 yards from his presence. 

Had the North been able to establish any superiority in the half-back line the tale might have been different, for then the inside-forwards might have settled down, but China saw to it that they did not gain that 
dominance. Morgan has surely convinced Australian selectors that he is the best goal- keeper. He was not beaten five times as much as betrayed by his own friends on five occasions. It is no polite formality to say 
that the North, after China's first goal, struggled bravely against the inevitable, but there was never a moment from that time (except for seven minutes in the second half) when China looked to be in danger of defeat. 
Although Hyui scored three of his team's goals, Tsao was absolutely outstanding in China's attack-although that word seems utterly inept in contemplating this human meteor. Tsao was, in fact, a sensation. He is 

a remarkable footballer for a man who has twice had his left leg fractured in football matches. Hyui did some things as only he can do them, varying moments of assiduous inactivity with those of sudden and 
astonishing hostility. Yeung, on the right wing, did little-judged by the Chinese standard on the day-but it was noticeable that he did not make an error and that he was never out of his position. 

The two inside forwards. Lai and Fung, were excellent foragers and gave their wingers plenty of scope and opportunity. The three half-backs, who play the triangular game with their forwards almost perfectly, were 
very good. Both full-backs played well, but Hau, because of some fine tackling and well-judged kicking, took the eye. Y.Z.Chang was, this time, always in the spot marked "X," and is a fine goalkeeper with a good 
clearance. China is almost the complete team, and Australia must be careful of it. The game was always entertaining, despite the irritability which the errors of the Northern players caused the football student. 

The footwork, ball control, and intelligence of the Chinese team, who almost exclusively used the wide swinging pass to advance, was a source of delight to those who know the game and to those who do not.

Granville made a good beginning and G.Kear, the centre forward, scored two good goals before China found the net in the first half. Then Hyui Vung-Khwe, the Chinese centre forward and Hau Ching-To, the outside 
right, acted with splendid combination. Hau, doing the approach work and passing neatly for Hyui to score. Hau himself equalised as a result of further combined work. The ball had been thrown in but went behind 
the goal. On coming back into play, Hyui intercepted and passed it out to Hau who sent in a fast ground shot to score. Half-time scores were two all. 

Woo, the right back for China, was unfortunate in receiving a bump which incapacitated him while defending the goal, and subsequently he collapsed, and was taken off the field. 

In the second half Hau scored two more goals, while J.Sedgwick, the Granville inside right forward, added one for his side. After Hyui had scored another, W.Moy, the Granville left back, attempted to intercept a 
pass across the field, but deflected the ball into his own net, and a little later Frank Barry, the outside left, kicked Granville's fourth goal. In failing light and drizzling rain the match was fought out to a finish. Yip, the 
Chinese inside left, scoring the last goal. 

The Chinese players introduced some unusual back heel passes and instep traps, and showed some remarkably clever passes with their heads.

A remarkable recovery in the second half of the international soccer match against Victoria at the MCG on Saturday enabled China to win by 7 goals to 2. 

In the first half China appeared shy of close contact, and was slower to the ball. As the result Magee with valuable assistance from Beth-Halevy, Wallace, and Taylor, put Victoria 2 goals ahead in only 10 minutes. 
Chang, goalkeeper for China, had no chance to save either shot, but he cleverly saved many others. This lead was reduced after Hyui's first time shot had struck the cross-bar and rebounded to Fung, who, although 
standing "offside," kicked the ball into the net. The second half, however, brought a great change in Chinese tactics. In close passing the ball never once went astray, and at fairly regular intervals the visitors scored 
7 goals. Meanwhile Victoria was satisfied to kick the ball away, irrespective of its ultimate destination. 

Best player on the field was Wallace (V). Other Victorians to show out were Whittaker, Beth-Halevy, Magee and Taylor. There were no weak links in China's team, but the work of Sung Fung, Lai and Lee frequently 
brought applause from the 6,000 spectators. Gate receipts were £255.

Although the Victorian side which met the Chinese soccer team at Carlton cricket ground yesterday finished strongly, it was not equal to seriously challenging the visitors, who again won comfortably. 

China won the toss and kicked to the north end. Victoria attacked and were unlucky when Nicholson cleared the bar from a chance about two yards out. Shortly afterwards Gray made a splendid drive, but the goalie 
stopped clearly. Victoria continued to attack solidly. Magee hit the bar. On the bounce back the Victorian forwards kept the ball within easy shooting distance, and Nicholson drove it along the carpet into the net. 
China rushed the play away from the bounce, and C.T.Hau connected a pass from Lai. 

China's second goal came soon after, when Lai found the net.

Lai scored two goals quickly. With ten minutes to go South Australia made strenuous efforts to reduce the deficit, and Chang was called upon to meet a number of shots. 

China took up the attack again, and Lai registered the fourth and final goal. 

Again the local team's half back line was the weak link, and there was too much kicking into touch. Bourne was the pick of the half backs, and all the forwards played well. Vin Sharp, who replaced Gray at left full 
back, justified himself, and Curlis in goal, demonstrated that he is the best keeper in the State.

Chinese International Team in Wagga raises £130 for war funds. Big crowd at Cricket Ground sees brilliant soccer exhibition. 
The international Soccer team of Chinese footballers, most of them University undergraduates, visited Wagga yesterday to play a Wagga district team. The Chinese are touring Australia for the purpose of raising 
funds for the Chinese war and the proceeds of yesterday's match were divided between the war funds of both China and Australia. 
On Saturday the Chinese team played in their first Test match against an Australian team in Melbourne and won by six goals to four. Yesterday they defeated the Wagga side by 13 goals to one. Some excellent 
football was seen, and while the Wagga lads lacked the science of the game that their opponents displayed, they revealed that there are some first rate footballers in this district. Only some of the home team had 
played together twice before, and so they had had little opportunity of practising team work. The attendance was estimated at 2500 and the gate takings £165. 
The day was cold and dull, with practically no breeze, conditions that are ideal for soccer, from the players' point of view, and the ground was in fair order. When the visiting team arrived on the ground the Wagga 
Citizens' Band played them in and at half time there was more music. The teams lined up as follows:- 
China:- Y.Z.Chang; Y.S.Hau, C.S.Woo; A.H.Chee, L.S.Sung, W.C.Leung; S.R.Yeung, K.C.Fung, K.H.Chang, S.W.Lai, C.T.Hau. 
Wagga:- Flintham; Marsh, Walker; Peaston, Ashton, Wilson; Hill, Hodge, Tyler, R.Jenkins, F.Jenkins. 
Referee: T. H. Jenkins. 
Eight of the Chinese players were In Saturday's test team. The Mayor (Ald. Gissing) kicked off. 
A hearty cheer greeted the Chinese players as they ran on to the ground led by a standard bearer carrying a blue and red flag. Wagga attacked from the kick- off; but the visitors soon reversed the play and a shot 
from Lai, close in, went over the bar. Tyler was placing himself for a shot at the other end when Hau bustled him off the ball and the Chinese again attacked and Flintham was beaten by a low shot from Fung. 
This, it was stated, was the first time that the visiting team had scored the first goal in a match. Wagga had a turn at pressing and Chang had to clear from Tyler. The assault did not last long and another invasion 
by the Chinese was terminated by a goal from Fung, while a few minutes later Yeung scored. Flintham being each time beaten by a daisy-cutter. 
Then the same player, following a fine individual effort in which he defeated several opponents, put on the fourth goal, the ball passing well out of the custodian's reach. It was a fine lesson in targetry for the Wagga 
men. However, Flintham soon found a way of dealing with the ground shots and many times he saved his goal by daringly diving for the ball and snatching it from the toes of a line of opponents. 
Hands against Hill spoilt a promising attack for Wagga and back came the ball for Chang to work nimbly past Walker and score the fifth goal. Hill was again conspicuous with a smart run on the right. He centred 
nicely; but the ball dropped just on the crossbar and went out of play. A bounce the other way and a goal might have resulted. 
Then the long looked for goal from Wagga came when Hodge shot from long range and Chang was beaten. The scores were now 5 to 1 in China's favor. However another daisy-cutter beat Flintham, Lai getting the 
sixth goal for his side. The Wagga men held their own in mid-field play fairly well, but were no match for the opposition in front of goal. Walker and Marsh, backed well by Peaston and Ashton, were putting up a 
sterling defence, but were finding the accurate short- passing movements of the Chinese players rather more than they could combat. For a long spell play was fast and even. Fine right wing play put the Chinese 
still further in front Fung scoring the seventh goal, while in the next minute Flintham had to dive flat among a medley of kicking feet to save further disaster. Just before the whistle Chang scored and the figures at 
half-time were:— China 8. Wagga 1. 
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The second half opened with rapid end to end play and Wagga had a spell on the offensive during which Reg. Jenkins was unlucky not to score after neatly beating his man for the ball. Ashton set his right wing 
going but Woo cleared and in the next minute there was a fruitless comer at the other end.

By keeping his 
opposing wingman under close surveillance he was often able to beat him for the ball. 

Team work will always win, however, and in this the visitors were brilliant and in the closing stages Chang and Hau each added a goal bringing up the total to the bakers’ dozen. It was a very cleanly played game 
and the referee, T.H.Jenkins, is to be commended on his excellent handling of the contest.

In a fast, clean and entertaining Soccer match China defeated Lithgow 3-2 at the Recreation Ground yesterday afternoon. A cowd of 2,200 witnessed the match and the sale of programmes realised £181. 

The Mayor (Ald. R.E.Fullagar) kicked off. 

For a team that has not played together previously, the Lithgow players gave an exceptionally good account of themselves, and although the visitors did not appear to be “all out," the game was brilliant and featured 
clever offensive and defensive movements. 

Lithgow's goalie, A."Scotty" Wright, was one of the star players. But for him the score would have run into double figures for China. K.Morris and W.Jenkins played an energetic game and the firstmentioned was 
always in the fore and, with Jenkins, often menaced the opposing goalie. All members of the international team were shown to advantage; their foot and head work being exceptionally good. 

The Chinese were at a disadvantage on account of the weather, and where the home team played in short sleeved shirts they wore light woolen singlets, long sleeved woolen sweaters and in some cases gloves. 
At half-time some of them were very stiff and had to be massaged. Their manager, Woo Lai Tin (Hong Kong) explained that they were used to playing in temperatures sometimes up to 100 degrees (F) . 

When both teams lined up, the visiting captain, V.K.Hyui, presented the local captain, D.Wilson, with a pennant, a replica of their banner, with the the Chinese flag in the top right hand corner and "Two Club 
Combination 1941" inscribed in their language. 

The game began with Lithgow kicking off against the wind, and shortly afterwards China had possession and C.T.Hau, taking the ball through, shot for goal only to graze the upright. Morris and Prosser then dashed 
away and the former, running the ball downfield, sent a pass to Jenkins, who beat an opponent and shot for goal, the ball going over the cross bar. S.E.Yeung made a sparkling, zigzag run and sent across a shot 
that was splendidly saved by Wright. 

With the ball passing from one team to the other Jenkins, on the wing, burst through, passed to Prosser, who eluded the opposing centre half and sent back to Jenkins well inside the Chinese half way. The position 
here looked good for Lithgow, when Morris passed out to the right wing (Meeks), who moved up fast, but shot wide. 

The brilliant centre forward, Hyui, was giving a great display and on one occasion heading into goal when the ball was but a few feet from the ground. A few minutes later he made a brilliant solo run, but nearing the 
goal was successfully tackled by Carter. 

Receiving the ball, Haxton sped up-field, passed to Livingstone to Meeks, who crossed the ball, Jenkins gathering to centre to Morris, who just missed. After the goal kick, strong gusts of wind enabled the visitors 
to bring the ball well inside the Lithgow half. From a scimmage, Chang dribbled past the Lithgow backs and slammed in a sizzling shot that looked impossible to block, however, Wright sprang high to push it over 
the cross bar in a neat save for a corner. A free was awarded when Morris handled. It was taken by Sung, who kicked towards the corner, where Chang headed into the goal mouth, but again Wright saved well. 

A minute later he brought off a spectacular save, when China was awarded a free kick a yard outside the penalty area. A fine display of long passing was witnessed, when Haxton wrested the ball from an opponent 
and gave to Meeks, who went through to pass to Livingstone across to Morris. Good defence by the Chinese backs prevented a score. 

China made a determined onslaught, when Chang tried to goal from a corner. This was followed by a corner kick by Hau, and a shot be Yeung, which was well saved by Wright. But a few minutes later the first score 
came from another corner kick by Hau, Kwok brilliantly headed into the net, giving Wright no chance whatever. 

Following this reverse play was faster, setting a great pace the visiting forwards stormed the home goal-mouth, but Wright was equal to the occasion, although Lithgow was lucky to escape when Hau missed an 
open goal. But China went two ahead when Hau centred finely and Hyui found the net with a low first-time shot. 

With the wind the Chinese forced play, but the performance of the Lithgow players was a surprise. They tackled and combined well, whilst their kicking was clean. 

The second half began brightly, with China assuming control, but there was a quick upset when Morris zigzagged through the Chinese defence and put in a hard shot. The ball struck the upright and was met on the 
rebound by Prosser, who made no mistake.

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This success heartened the home team. Meeks just failed to score, after a good run. China almost scored again when Wilson mis-kicked to Sung, who short passed to Tsao to Hyui (centre forward), who drove for 
the goal but Wright gathered remarkably and threw the ball to Haxton who cleared. Wright was winded when he dived to save and was given attention. 

Prosser nearly scored with a weak shot, which was taken too easily by Chang. Following this there was a marvellous piece of footwork by Tsao who stalled off three opponents without moving the ball very far. 
China then made a concerted attack on the Lithgow citadel and some pretty passing was witnessed in front of goal. Wright did extraordinarily well to withstand the assault, whilst the home backs indulged in some 
good spotting tactics. However, China's third goal was to come, this from the foot of Yeung, who ran the ball in close and with a good shot completely beat the home custodian. China 3; Lithgow 1. 

China missed a good opportunity to score from a free kick and then Meeks passed infield and Prosser sent to Jenkins who, bearing down the wing, centred, the ball being cleared to Meeks, who drove in a nice shot. 
The ball struck the upright, rebounded and from the scrimmage Morris placed the ball into the net. China 3; Lithgow 2.

Mr.J.Curran, an executive of the Western Districts Soccer Association, said he was more than pleased with the "boys." Their performance was excellent. Mr.L.Glew, president, said the Chinese were great sports 
and clever players from whom the Lithgow players should learn a lot regarding tactics. 

All members of the Chinese team are well educated being ex-University sportsmen. Six of the players are Olympic games Soccer players, having played in Berlin a few years ago.

During the second half of the game a heavy rainstorm broke over the ground and conditions became so unpleasant that the players left the arena for about 10 minutes. As a consequence, the match, which did not 
commence until 3.30, finished very late. The coalfields team made a fairly good showing, but the Chinese were far too clever for them. The Hongkongsters are going to take no end of toppling in the remaining Tests, 
the fourth of which is to be played at Newcastle on Saturday. Marshall played an outstanding game for Coalfields, and Jack Wilkinson and Humphries were the pick of the others.

Despite the fact that they had never played under floodlight, the Chinese soccer team defeated Brisbane at the Exhibition grounds last night by eight goals to one. The tourists played like a machine, especially in 

the second half, when they outclassed the metropolitan team. 

Though the night was cold, 3500 people witnessed the game, and the takings were over £200. In the first half the Chinese took some time to warm up, but when they did they outwitted the opposition with speed and 
positional play. Brisbane put up a good showing in the early stages of the first half, but found the defence too good. Every player in the Chinese team fitted into his place in their many clever moves, and they kept the 
Brisbane players guessing. Chang, in goal, made several spectacular saves, and the full-backs, Hau and Woo. were exceptionally safe. The halves gave the forwards a feast of the ball, and Tsao and Hyui stood out 
in a very hostile attack. For Brisbane, the full-backs, Russell and Clarkson, did very well, and Neville in goal could not be blamed for any of the goals. Regan was the best half, but the forwards found the defence too 
solid. 

Brisbane attacked at the start and Chang saved three difficult shots in the first ten minutes. When China found their feet they netted three goals in 15 mins. Fung scored the first with a hot drive, and Yeung netted 
shortly afterwards. A nice pass from Hau gave Yeung his second goal. 

After the interval China's positional play enabled them to dominate the game. In the first few minutes Tsao scored twice, following passes from Hyui. Then Yeung's shot hit the upright, and Hyui made no mistake 


from the rebound. Brisbane attacked, and Jackson scored a fine goal from 30 yd. out. Tsao tricked three Brisbane defenders to score China's seventh, and just on time a splendid centre by Hau was banged into the 
net by Fung.

The Chinese soccer team gave Queensland a football lesson at the Exhibition Grounds yesterday, winning 8-nil. The opposition was so weak that the Chinese never seemed to be extended fully. The attendance 
was 8000, and the takings, £404. 

China's positional play and ball control had most of the Queensland side floundering. There was no method in the Maroons' game, and as a result, Y.Chang, the Chinese goalkeeper, had to deal with only one of two 
threatening shots. The clever combination between the Chinese halves and forwards allowed them to dominate the game, and it was not unusual to see one player beat four or five Queenslanders before passing the 
ball. K. Chang, the inside-right, was the best player in a hostile attack, and V. Hyui, the centre-forward, was almost as good. Each netted three goals. The halves, A.Chee, L.Sung, and Y.Kwok. worked in splendidly 
with the forwards, and kept them plied with a flow of accurate passes. The few menacing Queensland attacks were promptly broken up by the full-backs, Y.Hau and C.Woo. Lex.Gibb, the left-half, was the star of the 
Queensland team. He kept a close watch on Yeung and Fung, who were consequently not as dangerous as usual. Bob Lawrie, at centre-half, also played his part well, and with Gibb was the backbone of the home 
side. E.Petie, the left-back, did his best to stem the attacks, but found the Chinese too clever. The Maroon forwards were most disappointing, and seldom looked dangerous. Their shooting and passing was below 
their club form. 

Queensland started off in good style, and Nason should have scored in the first minute from a cross by Newton. It did not take China long to settle down, and they delighted the crowd with their clever footwork. 
Yeung sent to Chang, who headed to Fung to net the first goal. Hyui put the tourists farther in front with a splendid drive from 30yd. out. Chang scored two more goals, and just before the interval, Yeung sent to Hyui, 
who made no mistake. 

Chang was again in the picture on the resumption, taking the ball from half-way to beat player after player for the sixth goal. Though Gibb and Lawrie often put Queensland on the attack, the defence was too strong. 
The seventh goal came from Yeung on the wing, who centred for Hyui to net. Chang made a remarkable save from a shot by Newton. Just before the bell Yeung scored for China with a shot from the wing.

Without the test halves, Gibb and Lawrie, and playing one man short for 35 minutes, Ipswich held the Chinese soccer team to a 3-all draw at Bundamba yesterday. Ipswich played vigorous football and never gave 
the tourists a chance to settle down. The Chinese managers stated after the match that the short ground did not suit the team's play, and the hard surface caused the ball to rise higher than usual. This, however, 
does not detract from the merit of Ipswich's display. They lost R. Kitching, former international forward, 15 minutes before the interval with an injury to the hip. He was replaced at half-time by L.Coleman. 

Twenty minutes from the finish, when Ipswich were on top, their centre-forward. F.Lawson, who had led the attack in great style, was sent off the field. Lawson appeared to handle the ball, and the referee 

(Mr. A.Shelton) blew for a foul. Lawson seemed dissatisfied with the decision and kicked the ball toward the side line. He refused to comply with the official's request to retrieve the ball, and was ordered off. 

C. Woo, one of the Chinese test players, received a leg injury near the finish, and had to leave the field. He is expected to be able to play in the final test. In the second half China tried out S.Lai, their inside-left, 
who was injured in the Newcastle test. Lai said later that his ankle would be all right for Saturday's game. 
Ron Bognuda, who replaced Lawrie at centre-half, was the star of the Ipswich side. He repeatedly broke up dangerous attacks. The other halves, Allan and Pitcairn, played their parts well, and Petie and Woolley 
were sound full-backs. Lawson played splendid football in the front line, and Nason and Nunn always were dangerous. The Chinese played well in patches, but could not get moving properly. Chang, their goalkeeper, 
was at fault with the first two goals. Sung was the best of the halves, but the forwards seemed to lack their usual hostility in front of goal. Two goals by Nason and one by Lawson gave Ipswich a lead of 3-2 at half- 
time. China's goals were netted by Yip and Yeung. Soon after the interval Hau equalised for China.

The visiting players were having their final trial before the fifth and deciding test against Australia 
on Saturday, and the team, which included several test selections, found the Bundamba ground not altogether to their liking. However, they and the local players treated spectators to an exhibltlon of Soccer at its 
best.

The skirl of the Coastal Pipe band added an international flavour to the opening match of the South Africans’ soccer tour on Saturday when a strong Springbok eleven defeated Western Australia on the Subiaco Oval. 
A crowd estimated at 10,000 enjoyed a brilliant exhibittion of football. The South African captain (H.Smethurst) afterwards remarked upon the sportsmanship of the players and spectators. 

The visitors will leave by train tonight for Adelaide where they will play the second match of the tour against an Australian eleven next Saturday. 

Playing the third back game on Saturday the Springboks gave a fast, clever and open display in outclassing the West Australian eleven to win by 12 goals to 2. Of the 14 goals amassed not one was headed. 
Winning the toss the W.A. captain (R.Martin) elected to kick against the wind in the first half, giving the visitors the advantage of both wind and sun. Packing their forward division the Springboks attacked from the 
kick-off. Falconer, inside right, brought up the visitors' first score within five minutes of play. At half-time the Springboks led 5-nil. 

Waddell scored the State's first goal a few minutes after the resumption of play. The Springboks answered with six goals before Beale broke through to score W.A.'s second goal. 

Western Australia replaced W.Same by T.Robinson at inside left. Led by the Pipe band the South Africans and West Australians were played on to the field amidst applause.

(Mr. H.S.W.Parker). As they marched in single file the teams presented a striking contrast. Pickerill, the Springbok goalkeeper, towering above the rest of the players. The standard of play of the South Africans 
throughout was most impressive. H.Smethurst. the Springbok captain, is one of the most brilliant soccer players yet seen in this country. He possesses an accurate pass and his anticipation is perfect. He moves 
quickly through a pack, gathers in the ball and drives hard for the net. Clack, the big centre forward, was outstanding. His five goals were scored in effortless style and had he not been careless would have further 
increased the score. The Springbok attack was faultless and across the half-line they were very solid. D.Baxter, the West Australian goalkeeper, was the target for the day and the Springbok attack never allowed him 
to relax for a moment. In face of superior play and team work Baxter did a fine job. R.Martin was outstanding, marking two of the Union's star right wingers in Wilson and Falconer. Martin and Baxter bore the brunt of 
the South African attack. F.McShane, at right half also did well. Beale, the State centre forward, had a difficult task. He received little support from his inside men and was closely marked by Ferriman who dwarfed him. 
J.Smethurst, State centre-half, next to Martin, was a tower of strength. He played a lone hand and was the spearhead of many W.A. attacks which went astray in the forwards division.

Changing tactics in the second half, South Africa staged a brilliant recovery to beat NSW 5-4, after trailing 1-4 at half-time in the Soccer match at the Sydney Cricket Ground yesterday. 
South Africa scored three goals in 10 minutes in the second half, and supporters, who were expecting a runaway win for the home side; received a setback. 

At half-time South African manager Mr. Jim Barbour called the team together and asked for a superlative effort, as the team's high reputation was at stake. 

South African players responded grandly, and at no stage in the second half, after they had levelled the score, did they appear likely to be beaten. 

South Africa played devastating football in the second half, and it would have taken an outstanding team to beat them. 

South African captain, Cec Kurland, was the best player on the field, repeatedly sending the forwards on their way for scoring movements. 

NSW was given an object lesson in ball control, head work, long passing and positional play, but the speed of the NSW side many times frustrated scoring chances. 

International forward, Reg Date, who scored three clever goals, deserves great praise. 

Date spent the morning being massaged for a thigh injury by trainer Tom Langridge. 

When he arrived at the ground he was still limping badly, but after Langridge again worked on the injury for an hour, NSW selectors stated he was fit to play. 

South Africa opened the score three minutes from the start, Len Anley netting from well out.

The crowd was amazed at the distance Pickerill hurled the ball downfield, instead of kicking.

Although not at full strength, South Africa was able to defeat the Northern Districts team by 5 goals to 1 at Cessnock Sports Ground on Tuesday. The main reasons for the Northerners' defeat was bad positional play, 
The main reasons for the Northerners' defeat was bad positional play, players running in all directions, instead of making the ball do the work; the better positional play of the South Africans, and their knowledge of 
where their team mate should be, thus placing the ball to their own men instead of an opponent. 

We have virile, sturdy players in Australia, but until they adopt the finer points of the game they will never compare with the English or Scottish professional standard. 

Our backs too often kicked the ball wildly when a shorter pass could have placed the ball to their own line of attack. 

The combination of the South Africans was displayed on numerous occasions. Each player knew where his confrere should be, and placed the ball to that position. On occasions they played a short passing game very 
cleverly, which non-plussed the Northern defence. 

Had it not been for the splendid defence of Parkes and Hearne, the score against the Northerners may have been much greater. 

The Soccer Association of Australia should contemplate the engagement of a first-class coach from England or Scotland, not to train the present players, but to instruct the now juniors, the future Soccer players of 
Australia. It is difficult to break down the ordinary game the present players have been used to, and teach them a new type of play. 

D.Evans played a solid and constructive game at centre-half and E.Kempe was ever on the alert on the right wing, and sent crosses to the centre of the field which might have had results by quicker action of the inside 
forwards. 

A noticeable feature lacking in the Northerners' play was the slowing down of their approach work after they gained possession of the ball, thus enabling the opposition to make contact with them, before the goalkeeper 
was in danger. 

Brinke, the South African goalkeeper, was safe in goal, and delighted the crowd with his mighty punts upfield. In almost every instance that he put his boot to the leather it travelled past the half-way line. The superior 
height of the South Africans, and their weight, were also factors in the discomforture of the Northern team. 

The "baby" of the visitors, O'Lynn, who has just reached his 20th birthday, scored his first goal of the tour, and it was certainly a very fine goal. 

The left half, Kurland, sent in two mighty drives from which he scored - one from 30 yards out, and another 40 yards. The latter was the best goal of the match, and the wonder is that Lonsdale did not get a good sight 
of the ball after it had travelled such a distance. 

Referee M.Brown missed many free kicks by indiscriminate handling of the ball by some of the Northerners, particularly the half-backs. 

Towards the end of the game, it was apparent that many of the Northern players had run themselves into a state of near exhaustion by the extra work they had indulged in instead of making the ball do the work. 

The manager of the team, Mr.Barbour, said he was glad to be able to pay a tribute to Mr.W.McWilliams in his own town.

This is a fine testimony to our townsman from the manager of an international team from overseas. 

The remarks of Mr.Barbour were endorsed by Reuter's South African correspondent, and other South African Pressmen. 

Northern Districts drew first blood in the match when Kempe, the right winger, drove a rising ball goalwards towards Brinke, the visiting custodian. As the Northern forwards surged towards the goalmouth, Van Rensburg, 
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in attempting to clear, deflected, the leather into his own goal. 
Shortly before this, Lonsdale, North's goalkeeper, had been g!ven ample opportunity to prove his mettle. He cleared a hard volley shot by O'Lynn in the early stages, and shortly after was called upon to defend his 
citadel from a sizzling shot by Smethurst from a free kick. 
It took the South Africans approximately three minutes to even the score. Wilson, the right winger, crossed the ball, and Smethurst, the centre forward, endeavoured to get to the leather with his head. Although he 
failed, his move appeared to block Lonsdale's sight on the approaching ball, sufficient to allow it to bounce into the net before the Northern keeper could retrieve the position. 
In one passing movement in which no less than six Springboks took part, they played give and take from half-way, and, with the Northern defence spreadeagled and the goal apparently at their mercy, a shot was sent 
high over the bar which would have done credit to a person wearing ski boots, and the ball soared out of the ground. 
Although South Africa was showing greater construction in its goal approach, the Northern defence repulsed all attacking movements up to half-time, when the score was Northern Districts 1, South Africa 1. 
The Springboks took the lead in the second half, when Kurland sent in a stinging daisy-cutter which found the back of the net, and O'Lynn increased his team's score to 3 with another goal along similar lines to that of 
Kurland. 
The fourth goal was registered for the Springboks when Clack carried the leather into the net chest high. The last, and best, goal of the match was credited to Kurland with his 40 yards drive. 
The official estimate of the crowd, which witnessed the match was 5,272. The Cessnock Sports Ground, according to one South African Pressman, was the biggest on which the South Africans have yet played in 
Australia. It measured 118 yards by 78 yards. The gate receipts were £550, and the manager of the visiting team said it was a greater sum than they had dared to expect.

Basil Clack, who is fighting for his place as centre-forward in South Africa's team for the second Soccer Test next Saturday, showed a return to his best form against Queensland at the Brisbane Cricket Ground 
yesterday. 

He scored five goals in the Springbok's 10-1 victory, which was their biggest since the opening match of the tour against West Australia. 

Clack's displays in the South had been below standard, and there had been suggestions that J. Classens, who is recovering from a leg injury sustained in Melbourne, would get the centre-forward berth against 
Australia in the second Test. 

Though Queensland's opposition was weak yesterday, Clack was always on the spot, and three of his goals came from well-directed headers following crosses from the wing. 

The South Africans, without appearing to be fully extended, gave Queensland a lesson the way Soccer should be played. 

When players like Falconer, Smethurst, and Forbes were in possession, the ball appeared to be glued to their feet as they ran through the defence. 

Dudley Forbes, the Springbok's left-half, played grand football both in attack and defence. He hardly made a mistake throughout, and kept his forwards on the attack with accurate passes. 

The Africans’ two inside forwards, Horrie Smethurst and Gordon Falconer, frequently left the defence standing by their clever moves. 

Smethurst scored one of the best goals of the day from about 25 yards range in the second half, giving the Queensland keeper, W.Mitchell, no chance to save. 

Playing his first game of the tour on the left wing, Sid O'Linn, the youngest member of the side, was very successful. 

The visitors' defence always seemed safe, but it was not severely tested. 

The giant goalkeeper, J.Pickerill, had few hard shots to save, but dealt with them in masterly fashion. 

His lengthy drop kicks, which frequently landed over half way, were one of the highlights of the game. 

Though beaten ten times, W.Mitchell, the goalkeeper, was Queensland's best player. He made several full-length saves, two in succession from Pretorious in the second half being splendid efforts. 

Lex.Gibb, who played with his shoulder heavily strapped, following an injury in the first Test, was below form in the first half, but stood out in the defence of the second session, when he often put his team on the attack. 
Though they had few chances. G.Nunn, centre-forward, and M.Dawes, right wing, showed touches of quality. 

Nunn on several occasions tested Pickerill with hard drives, and Dawes was responsible for some good centres from either foot. 

The form of the wing halves W. Dearlove and G. Allen, was below standard, which made the task of the opposing forwards easier. 

There were last minute changes in both teams. H.Pretorious, played on the right wing for South Africa in place of D.Wilson, who injured his ankle slightly at practice. 

J.Morris, Queensland inside left was unable to play because of boils and H.Bool took over the position. 

It was obvious from the start that the Springboks were the superior, and inside 20 minutes they were three goals up, Clack getting the first five minutes from the start. 

Before the interval two fine centres from O'Linn were slammed into goal by Falconer and Clack, making the tally five. 

Once in the first half Pickerill saved well from a fierce left foot drive by Nunn.

Don Wilson, South Africa's test winger, playing as centre-forward against Brisbane in the floodlight soccer match at the Exhibition Ground last night, scored four of the goals in his team's 9-1 victory. 
He led the attack in fine style, and scored three goals within five minutes just before half-time. 

Rain fell during most of the game, making the ball, which was painted white, very greasy but both sides controlled it well. 

The Springboks' positional play and better shooting at goal gave them their eighth successive victory of the tour. 

Brisbane were not disgraced, and with a little luck would have scored several more goals. 

The team played much better all-round football than Queensland did last Saturday, and almost up till half-time kept the South Africans to a 2-1 lead. 

Len Anley, South Africa's Test left winger, who was injured at Cessnock a fortnight ago, showed that he has fully recovered, by giving a fine display. He netted the first two goals. 

Brisbane's inside left, Ron Hudson, was one of the best forwards on the ground. He passed the ball always to the best advantage, and worked tirelessly in the defence. 

Two players omitted from the Queensland team last week, H.Crewdson, full-back, and R.Porter, left-half, were the best of the Brisbane defence. 

W.Mitchell, the Brisbane keeper, made many good saves, but was at fault with two goals when the greasy ball slipped from his hands into the net. 

Brisbane's only goal came when Brink, the goalkeeper in trying to clear, kicked the ball against Nicolson, the full-back, and Donsky, the Brisbane centre, slammed the ball into the net. 

Only two of the South Africans had previously played under floodlight, but they soon settled down to the conditions, and led by 5-1 at the interval. 

About 3500 were present.

Matching the speed and brilliance of the South Africans with a determination that produced one of the hardest Soccer games for years, Ipswich went down fighting to be beaten by five goals to nil at the North Ipswich 
Reserve yesterday afternoon. The home side played inspired football, and it would have been fitting had their stirling efforts been rewarded with at least one goal. The match was witnessed by a crowd estimated at 
2000 people. 

The Ipswich halves and backs tackled fiercely, and these tactics seemed to put the South Africans off their usual type of open football. For the first half hour the Ipswich players held their own in the play, and it was a 
tribute to their stubborn defence that during that time no goal was registered against them. Seldom on the Springboks’ tour have they been held at bay for so long, even in a Test match. 

After the match South African players stated it was the hardest game they had played since their arrival in Australia. 

The first goal of the match was scored in unusual circumstances. The South African left winger, Anley, shot at goal, but Evans blocked the ball, which then seemed to curve over his head, and he regained possession 
just inside the net. Making doubly sure of the goal, centre forward Classens charged Evans, ball and all, into the rear of the net. The goalkeeper had to receive ambulance attention, but was able to continue. 

Owing to the fact that Lex Gibb was in Sydney with the Australian team, J.Tapp occupied the position of centre half and captain. This veteran player probably has never played a better game than he did yesterday, 
especially during the first half. His positional play and tackling were excellent, and he led his team mates in a workmanlike manner. 

Tapp and Hill probably could be called the "mighty atoms" of the Ipswich side. Despite their small build they played exceptionally good games. Every man in the Ipswich team played to the best of his ability, but the 
solidness of the game told over the concluding stages, when the South Africans frequently pierced the opposition defence. 

Lawrie, Allen, Newlands, and Evans all played their part in defence of the Ipswich goal, and played it well. Nunn was always a danger at centre forward, but he was hurt in the second half, and although he carried on, 
he was not able to maintain the pace. This player created a very favourable impression with the visitors. 

Flankmen Dawes and Woolley had few opportunities, but each gave glimpses of brilliant play. It was unfortunate that a goal could not be scored from at least one of Dawes's crosses. 

The goal shooting of the Springboks was at times very wild and inaccurate, many shots being taken from a long way out, and soaring well over the net. Classens, who was playing his first game for South Africa since 
being injured in a Melbourne game, showed good form. He was always in position to receive a pass, and was a danger when in shooting range. 

Goalkeeper Brink received a couple of solid knocks early in the game, and his display was never outstanding. He pleased the crowd with his long punt kicks, especially with the wind behind the ball. Forbes and Naish 
were always solid in defence, and quick to set their forwards moving. 

The goal scorers were: Classens (2), Anley, Clack, and Pretorius.

Ipswich kicked off from the gasworks end, with a strong wind behind them. After several minutes play South Africa attacked and forced a corner, but the kick went out of play. Ipswich then attacked and the crowd 
came to its feet as Woolley bustled Brink and forced a corner. 

Play became very exciting and in a collision with Kitching, Ferriman had to receive ambulance attention. The local forwards were keen to open the scoring and, after Bruce centred nicely to Nunn, the shot at goal went 
over the bar. The South African goalkeeper was again caught in possession, and for a few minutes appeared to be very dazed.

Clack had several shots at goal from well out, but on each occasion the ball went high over the bar. After 30 minutes play, Anley took the ball down the left flank and, with a high shot which was not completely blocked 
by Evans, South Africa opened the scoring. Within a minute of the kick-off, Anley found an opening and centred beautifully for Classens to give Evans no chance of saving. South Africa 2, Ipswich nil. 

Ipswich carried the attack to the visitors, and from a throw-in Kitching passed to Dawes, who centred the ball to Woolley on the opposite wing. Woolley's shot at goal just went wide of the post. Shortly before half-time, 
Linn seemed certain to increase the South African score, but his shot went wide. The half-time score was: South Africa 2. Ipswich nil. 

From the kick-off Nunn gained possession, and after a fine solo effort. his shot at goal was blocked. Ipswich continued to press, and from a good centre by Lawrie, Woolley headed nicely, but Brink cleared well. 

The Springboks’ third goal came after a melee in front of the Ipswich goal, and Classens kicked the ball through Evans's hands. South Africa 3, Ipswich nil. Ipswich again attacked and Nunn passed to Bruce, whose 
first-timer just missed the net. Another fine movement by Tapp, Nunn, and Bruce, was foiled by Nicholson. 

Ipswich had a splendid opportunity of scoring when Dawes centred and the ball passed Bruce, Nunn, and Woolley before going into touch. 

The South Africans’ fourth goal came as the result of a misunderstanding between Newlands and Evans. The goalkeeper's vision was obscured, and he did not even see the ball until it was in the net. Newlands, 
thinking Evans would make an easy save, let the ball pass him. 

The Ipswich defence was now wilting under the strain, and Evans was called upon to make three good saves in quick succession. A few minutes before full-time Anley took the ball up-field and crossed to Pretorius, 
who made no mistake. The final score was: South Africa 5, Ipswich nil.

The North's Soccer team of bits and pieces yesterday came within an ace of being the first team in Australia to defeat South Africa. 

South Africa won 3-1, but it was not until the ill-trained, poorly arranged Northern team gave up the fight on a glue-pot ground that South Africa was able to assert its final crushing superiority. 

A missed penalty kick in the first half - plus the failure of the controlling bodies to give the Northern players more than an hour together before the game started - led to the defeat. 

The North held territorial advantage for more than half the game but its condition gave out when there was still 25 minutes left for play. 

With South Africa leading 1-nil, the North was awarded a penalty kick. Hodgins with a good drive, hit the post. Had his kick been an inch nearer the mark the North would have been level. At the time it was the better 
side. It had 80 per cent. of the play in that half and more than that in the first 15 minutes of the second half. 

Had it reached equality with the penalty kick it is difficult to say what might have happened. But it is certain that the North would have been on top. 

It continued its challenge until the second half had lasted 15 minutes, when its main line of play, the half- back squad, worn to a frazzle on a ground more suited to mudpies than football, broke down under the strain. 
From that point South Africa took charge and finished much the better side. 

South Africa won because it was better conditioned. The North lost because officials feared to spend a penny on assembling players, who did not meet for the first time as a team until an hour before the match. 
What might have happened had the Northern players been quartered for a week, given the chance to practice as a side and discuss tactics is conjecture. The South Africans admit this was the hardest team they have 
faced in Australia. 

South Africa did not field its strongest side, but its maanger (Mr.J.Barbour) said last night that any team which could hold the team fielded as well as did the North yesterday was a side to be respected. 

The North had its chances, but missed them. That was due to lack of practice. The fact remains that in the first half the North sent in 14 difficult shots without scoring. 

There were two reasons for the disparity. 

The South African players once free of the mudheap the cricket pitch made made straight for the Northern goal. The Northern players wove too many fancy patterns. 

Allied to this was the fact that C.Brinke, the South African goalkeeper, played above himself. Brought to this country as a young goalkeeper who deserved his chance, Brinke has been a disappointment. Yesterday 
few goalkeepers could have excelled him. 

The Northern players did much better in the heavy going than they do in club matches. 

Australian selectors present must have wondered how they came to leave David Coote, of Adamstown, out of the fourth Test team. He was the outstanding player on the field. 

One Australian selector told me after the match that he wished he had to make the selection for the fourth Test last night. There would have been a difference in the Australian side. 

He added that he would make some recommendations for the fifth Test. He can only mean that Coote has been wrongly omitted from the next Test side.

The Manager of the South African Soccer team (Mr.J.Barbour) clashed with officers of St.John Ambulance during the team's last match before it leaves for New Zealand at Henson Park, Marrickville, to-day. 
Ambulance officers refused to attend to members of the South African team, which defeated New South Wales 2-1, while the Springbok's trainer; Mr.S.Wiltshire, also attended them. 

It was decided, after ambulance officers had appealed to the referee, that they would attend only New South Wales players. Mr.Barbour said Mr.Wiltshire was in charge of the players. 

Ambulance officers told officials that they would be responsible for attention only to New South Wales players unless Mr.Wiltshire kept off the field. 

The protest followed Mr.Wiltshire attending to R.Ferriman and declining the aid offered by ambulance men. Mr.Wiltshire took Ferriman to the sideline for attention. 

New South Wales, led 1-0 until the last 15 minutes, when the South Africans took charge of the game, and scored twice. New South Wales slumped badly in the last quarter-hour. 

Play until then had not been of high standard. New South Wales was without R.Date and A.Heany and South Africa placed some of its players out of their customary positions. 

There was some heat in the play. In the second half the referee (F.Chidgey) called the players together and administered a general caution. R.Murray and B.Clack were twice penalised for illegal tackling. 

New South Wales surprised by scoring after five minutes, J.Cunningham netting with a brilliant first time drive. After a period of uneven play in the second half, S.O'Lynn and H.Smethurst scored for South Africa.

A Northern Soccer team without some of the district's best players defeated South Africa by two goals to one at New Lambton Oval on Saturday. 

It was only the second defeat inflicted on the South African side in its long tour. The first was in the fourth Test match. Both matches were lost on Newcastle grounds. 

The Springbok players said after the match that they were "fairly and squarely" beaten. They gave full credit to the hard-working Northern players, particularly for their fine and stubborn defensive work in the last 15 
minutes, when the South Africans made a determined bid. 

Suggestions that the team was "stale" after such an extensive tour were discounted by players themselves and officials. 

The side that played the better type of football lost. but the North deserved some rewards for its vigorous, go-ahead methods. 

The victory should be a tonic for Northern Soccer, but, there were these disquieting features - 

1: The poor attendance 

2: The withdrawal of D.Coote from the side. 

Officials suggested early in the week that the attendance would be at least 8000 and probably 10,000. Special entrances were made to accommodate the expected crowd. But no more than 3000 were at the ground. 
The international and Adamstown wing half-back, David Coote withdrew when he learned that he was not to be captain, a position filled by the centre half-back, D.Evans. It had been announced that Coote would lead 
the side. 

The team manager Mr.R.Grieves, who announced on Friday that Coote would lead the team, said he was disappointed Coote had withdrawn. 

"He should have played and protested afterwards," he said. 

Mr.Grieves said he made the appointment, since the selectors did not announce a captain when the team was announced. 

He followed the precedent set when the South African side met the North in the first match some weeks ago. 

"The selectors did not appoint a captain for that match, and | appointed A.Quill, without anything being said about it, said Mr.Grieves. "I did the same thing this time, but the selectors told me on Saturday morning that 
Evans was to captain the side. Why that was done | do not know. Coote has international experience and is a sound leader." 

Coote said he had withdrawn from the team, not because Evans was oppointed captain, but because he was dissatisfied with the action of Mr.Druery. 

"| was told by Mr.Grieves on Friday morning that | would captain the side, Coote said. "On Friday night | rang Mr.Druery, and he said Evans was to be captain. He said the team manager had nothing to do with the side 
until Saturday." 

"| told Mr.Druery | was not happy about the position. He said that if that was how | felt | would be better off the field. | then withdrew." 

Coote's club, Adamstown, will discuss the matter at its next meeting. It will probably protest at the selectors’ action. 

Coote's withdrawal meant that a full-back, Hedley Parkes, of Wallsend, came into the side as a wing half-back, where he was not fully comfortable. particularly since he was opposed to the South Africans' most 
dangerous flank. 
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The North was without its three Test men, Coote, A.Heaney (who was not available), and E.Kemp, who was a reserve. 
Heaney, as an inside forward, would have been better than C.Mowatt or D.Hodgins, the weak links in the North's attack, and Coote would have been of greater value than a full-back pressed into service as a half-back. 


Merrion played well enough to show that the North, having both he and Kemp, is well served for right wing forwards. 

Mowatt and Hodgins did not fit into the attack. Both did some good things, but jarred when they moved into attack with the others. The rest of the side played well, outstanding being W.Harris (Kurri Kurri), a young 
full-back playing his first "big" fixture. He is, on this showing, the best find of the Northern season, and seems headed for a place in important teams for some seasons to come. He tackles quickly and with resolution, 
recovers well, and kicks with intelligence. His partner, C.Smith, paired well with Harris, and his quiet, almost unobtrusive work was splendlid. 

Drinkwater, a doubtful quantity before the match began, was a great success. He scored both the North's goals, led the attack with determination, and held the line together well. 

Drinkwater gave the South African defence little rest, and his two goals were the result of thrust and ability to follow up any slight chance. He worried the second goal from the South African side. 

The North's defence won it the match. It was peppered almost unmercifully in the last few minutes, but refused to surrender. Dellaway, who played well, made two almost impossible saves. He might have saved South 
Africa's lone goal had he covered the ball which carried great spin, but his work in the last 20 minutes wiped out any slight error he might have made. 

South Africa was the better football side. Had it had a better centre-forward than Wilson, it might have won, but he had an off day. South Africa retains all its polish, but the ball did not run kindly for it on Saturday. It 
was also beaten by the fact that the North was unorthodox. The Springbok players positioned themselves perfectly, but the Northern players did not allow Springbok anticipation to be realised. The Springbok players 


were unable to improvise and paid the penalty.

Soccer history was made in Goulburn yesterday when the famous South African team, the first international side ever to visit this city, met a combined XI, and won in a convincing manner by nine goals to nil. 

Played at the Sportsground and watched by about 700 people, the match provided periods of brilliant play by the Springboks, and gave Goulburn enthusiasts an object lesson in the code, which is generally accepted 
as the fastest and most scientific present day sport. 

The Goulburn team included a number of players with two and three years' experience, and to give it strength, the South Africans allowed four of their players, including H.Smethurst (captain) and C.Kurland (vice- 
captain), to play with locals to ensure more interesting play. 

The presence of the four visitors in the Goulburn team was welcome, and in the first half, patches of polished football resulted. The score at half time was 2-0, but in the second period the South African players took 
control and rattled up seven goals in almost effortless fashion. 

Led by Jack Ward, former South Coast player, the Goulburn players were not overawed by the occasion. In spite of the strong oppositon they continued to fight back, and right to the final whistle were knocking at the 
Springboks' door. They met a team of seasoned Test players, and were far from being disgraced. The match will be of great value to local players, and particularly to the younger members of the team, who were given 
an enviable opportunity of studying the style of some of the finest exponents of the game. 

To the spectators, the South Africans' play was a pleasure to watch. They were not pressed, but at all times their control of the ball, positional play, and still more important, accurate passing, were almost on model 
rules. 

Without undue efforts, the Springboks found holes in their opponents’ defence, land often made the task seem too easy. 

In addition to the visiting captain and vice-captain, C.Brink (goalkeeper) and R.Ferriman (centre half) donned the Goulburn colours. All four were outstanding. From a spectacular viewpoint, the work of Brink in the goal 
for Goulburn was a highlight of the match, and he often earned the applause of the crowd for his fine saves. 

Within the first seven minutes of play, he brought off a brilliant save from a penalty kick. Anticipating a powerful drive by S.O'Linn (inside left), this six footer flung himself towards the corner of the goal mouth, and 
succeeded in flicking the ball over the bar. In the first half he blocked other shots, which were well directed and dangerous, but in the second half he failed to repeat the performance. 

With S.Van Rensberg, regular right half, who deputised in the goal for S. Africa. Brink turned on an exhibition of long kicking. On a number of occasions he sent the ball over three parts of the field on the full, and sent 
his opponents on the defence. His kicking was more powerful than Van Rensberg's, and his ability to use both feet proved an asset at times when his team was hard pressed. 

B.Clack, the South African centre forward, used both flanks to advantage, and was the instigator of many moves which provided dazzling passing movements. The co-operation and understanding between both wingers 
and inners were apparent, and several fine goals resulted from combined movements. J.Classens, speedy right winger, and D.McCready, powerful right inner, were always dangerous, and, J.Voutas and J.Ward 
(Goulburn) were kept busy warding off these two forwards. Voutas was not afraid to tackle, but he appeared to be a little reckless in passing and several chances were thrown to the winds. Ward played a typical 
captain's game. Speedy and a vigorous tackler, he was a constant source of worry to opposing forwards, and with 18-year-old Frank Dunleavy in support, he frequently reversed the trend of play. 

Dunleavy was the baby of the team, but he did a lion's share in steming the speedy South African forwards. 

R.Ferriman (S.A.) was in the thick of the fighting for Goulburn, and as centre half, had a busy time. bottling up his "opponents," as well as looking for opportunities to send his forwards into the attack. 

Goulburn's most aggressive player was Andy Brown (left wing). With Smethurst, S.A. captain, at his side he made occasional bursts that revealed clever footwork and raised the hopes of local supporters. However, 
when he succeeded in piercing the brickwall defence of the visitors, chances of goals were thrown away by weak driving. In fact, it was only on several occasions that Van Rensberg in the goal was asked to block 
shots of any consequence. 

Another non-stop player for Goulburn was L.Tapper (right half) who was called upon to watch L.Anley, South Africa's tricky outside left. He gave good support to Ken Bailey, Goulburn's right winger, but few moves 
materialised, in view of their opponents’ grand defence. Their centre forward, R.Cameron, was placed between two of the South Africans, and, although overshadowed, played soundly. 
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From the kick-off, the Springboks attacked and within three minutes, Dunleavy and Ward (Goulburn backs), and Brink (goalkeeper) were asked to put up a stout defence. It was at at this stage that the two goal- 
keepers thrilled the crowd with their lengthy drop and ground kicks. 

After seven minutes of play, one of Goulburn's players was penalised for barging. O'Linn took the kick for South Africa and he sent a sizzler towards the top right hand corner of the net. Spectators cheered as Brink 
got his hand to the ball and flicked it out. However, he was called to save shortly after when Clack (centre forward) and Classons (winger) flashed down field in a dangerous move. Classens drove powerfully from about 
10 yards out and for a moment it seemed as if the visitors had opened their account. The ball barely left the ground, and, although tackled by Brink, if trickled behind his legs. Fortune held for Goulburn as the ball had 
not crossed the line. Further attacking moves by South Africa were stopped by the halves, and backs, and then Goulburn headed into their opponents territory. The right inner (Kurland, S.A.) trapped nicely, and passed 
to Bailey but an easy shot for goal was blocked. 

South Africa's first goal came unexpectedly about 20 minutes after the kick-off. H.Naish (centre half) had fed the ball to his forward line and during a scrimmage, D. McCreadie (inside right) was presented with a clear 
view of the goal mouth. He did not hesitate, and Brink in the goal was not expecting the shot, which gave the visitors a 1-0 lead. 

Jack Ward's presence, was felt at this stage, and he frequently upset promising movements. The second goal resulted from a delightful piece of heading by D.Wilson. who received a high pass from Anley on the wing, 
and tapped it out of the goalie's reach. 

The second half brought an immediate goal. Clack & O'Linn, took the ball from, the halfway line to the goal area by means of delightful control and passing, and O'Linn made no mistake with the kick. This player made 
a second attempt from the kick-off but was knocked to the ground by the heavy goalkeeper. He was not injured. The fourth goal came from the foot of D. Wilson, Test winger, who dummied ,beautifully to make an 
opening and place the ball out of the goalkeeper's reach. 

A misjudged flick of the head by Jack Ward gave South Africa its fifth goal. The ball bounced off Ward's head towards the centre of the field, and the speedy Anley gathered and being unmarked, found the net. 
Classens, the right winger, accounted for the next two goals. The first resulted from fine individual play, and the second was actually scored by the goal-keeper. Classens kicked in from the corner, and in attempting to 
save. Brink hit the ball with the back of his hand, and knocked into his own goal. 

Outstanding among, South Africa's players at this stage were O'Linn (inside left) and H.Pretorius (left half), who took part in a number of speedy rushes down the centre of the field. O'Linn netted the eighth goal from 
one of these dashes, and the final goal came from Anley who scored after taking part ina movement with Wilson down the wing. The local players continued to throw their all into the match, but they failed to penetrate 
the opposition. 

Referee was Mr.M.McLoud and linesman, Messrs. F.Brouwer and J.Cunningham, early game was between Warriors and Emus. 

The ball for the big match was placed in position by four-year-old Phillip Ward, son of Goulburn's captain, who was attired for the occasion. The ground, which had been marked by Mr.F.Funnell and prepared by local 


supporters, was in good condition.

South Africa had little difficulty in defeating the State XI at soccer by 8 goals to nil at the Alberton Oval yesterday, the brilliant positional play and accurate passing of the Springboks being an object lesson to the 
South Australians. 

The Springbok centre forward, combining cleverly with Smethurst opened the score with a shot which gave Gibson no chance. A free kick to South Australia on the edge of the penalty area afforded the home side a 
chance to equalise, but Brink clutched Dunstan's shot and threw the ball to the centre of the field. Shortly before the interval a clever slip through the centre by Smethurst was picked up by Classens and a neat flick 
to the corner of the net put South Africa 2 up. 

Nicholson (South Africa) caused some excitement early in the second half when he headed back to Brink from close range and the ball hit the crossbar. Swinging, the play towards the South Australian goal. Wilson 
centred to Smethurst, who walked the ball into the net for a third goal to the visitors. Thence onward the local side was completely outclassed, and with the exception of a good effort by Everett, which Brink was forced 
to tip over the bar, the State team never looked like scoring. 

Goals were also scored by Wilson (2), Smethurst (2) and Classens.

With another brilliant exhibition of soccer, and a seven goal win over South Australia at the Alberton Oval on Saturday, the South Africans brought home to South Australians the value of positional play. 

It was by exceptional positional play, and accurate first time passing, more than by individual effort, that South Africa scored its goals. 

The South Australians, in almost every instance, left the manoeuvring for position to their team mate in possession of the ball, and seldom gave him a lead by making for the open spaces, whereas the Springboks 

seldom travelled more than 10 yards before sending the ball on to a colleague, who had run into position for a return pass. 

The Caledonian Pipe Band, which played selections and led the teams on to the ground, had scarcely got behind the pickets when South Africa was one goal up. The visitors made progress on the left wing and a 

cross shot from Smethurst was deflected into the net by Combe, the State centre half. 

Twice South Australia tried to bore through on the left but on each occasion McCreadie intercepted. Cotton in the South Australian goal failed to hold a cross shot, and Anley hit the side of the upright from an acute 

angle. South Africa gained possession from the goal kick and again moved in on the South Australian goal. From a quick pass into the centre, Wilson kicked a terrific left foot ground shot for the Springboks second 

goal. Wilson shortly afterwards was injured in a tackle and went to outside right. Classens coming into the centre. 

Shortly before the interval Cotton came out to intercept a centre from Anley, but failed to judge the flight of the ball and Classens placed neatly into the empty goal. 

The State side tired quickly in the second half and South Africa added another four goals, all scored by Classens. Cotton played much better in the second half, stopping hot shots from Anley, Classens and Smethurst. 
South Australia had an opportunity to score when Everett cleverly beat McCreadie and sent a low ball across goal, but McGovern failed to connect, and Cranswick shot high over the bar. 

All the South Africans played well, but Classens, because of his five goals, O'Linn and Smethurst, were perhaps more prominent than the others. 

In the local team, Cotton, although losing two goals by faulty judgment, played a solid game in the second half. Jackson was a little more prominent at full back than Sharp, although both played well. Dunstan was the 


most constructive half-back, with Combe a tireless worker in defence. The forwards were never dangerous but D.Cranswick played well at inside right.

Brilliant positional play and outstanding combination were displayed by the South African Soccer team which defeated the Lithgow district team by seven goals to nil at the Recreation Reserve on Saturday afternoon. 
The Springboks revealed the form which enabled them to run up an imposing record in their recent test tour of Australia and New Zealand. 

Although the locals were overwhelmed, this was to be expected, but nevertheless the visit will do much to foster the Soccer code in Lithgow. 

The visiting party, which was managed by Mr.J.Barbour, arrived in Lithgow on Saturday morning, was accorded a civic reception, played their match during the afternoon, attended an official dinner in the evening and 
members were subsequently entertained at local dances. They left Lithgow yesterday to undertake a tour of the district and Blue Mountains scenic spots. 

Impressed by their visit to Lithgow, the visitors were equally as impressive for their general demeanor and sportsmanship. 

The occasion provided a gala day for Lithgow's Soccer supporters, who attended Saturday's game in full force, the attendance being almost 2,000. 

Lithgow held the South Africans, to 1-nil at half-time, but in the second half the tourists settled down and gave a dazzling display. J.Classens, the centre forward, was prominent throughout, netting five goals. B.Clack 
scored the other two. 

Although completely outclassed, the Lithgow team was not disgraced. They tried hard throughout, but could not counter the visitors' brilliance. 

The teams were:- 

South Africa: Goal, C.Brink; backs, E.Dowell, R.Nicholson; halves, C.Hurland, H.Naish, D.Forbes; forwards, D.A.Wilson, J.Classens, B.Clack, H.Smethurst, S.O'Lynn. 

Lithgow: Goal, K.Rowan; backs, R.Wilson, J.Murray; halves, K.Houghton, S.Rickard, G.Walton; forwards, L.Jenkins, P.Meeks, W.Jenkins, W.Summers, K.Morris. 

"And Samson slew the Philistines with the jawbone of an ass." This perhaps provides an adequate introduction to this description of the game. While Samson in the shape of the Springboks certainly slew the 
Philistines, Lithgow District, to the tune of seven goals to nil, if they did not use the jawbone of an ass, they certainly made an ass of our representatives in more senses than one. By this | do not mean to speak 
disparingly of our players, because after all to be beaten by such a brilliant combination as the South Aficans is no disgrace, nor does it reflect on the dogged determination of the locals' attempts to hold the South 
Africans in check. 

The splendid co-operation between the players, positions play, head and footwork was rather too much for the local lads to cope with, and towards the finish Lithgow players were almost run off their legs. The South 
African team came with a very high reputation, but most Soccer fans did not expect to see such a fine, polished and brilliant combination of players as that which took the field. After having seen them, one no longer 
wonders at the brilliant record they have attained during their Australian and New Zealand tour, so in this, the last match of the tour, they finished up in a blaze of glory. 
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It is only to be hoped that the object lesson presented by the display will be taken advantage of by not only the players who took part in the game, but by the many others who were onlookers. 

Lithgow did amazingly well to hold the Springboks in check for the first half, but the second half had not been in progress too long before the evident superiority of the polished South Africans began to tell its tale, and 
goals came with monotonous regularity. 

Lithgow was first to appear, followed quickly by the South Africans, both teams being given a great reception. Lithgow won the toss and after the Mayor had officially kicked off, Classens opened the play by kicking off 
into the sun and slight breeze. Lithgow was first to show out following smart play by Rickard, but the move by Morris and W.Jenkins on the left wing was smartly intercepted by Nicholson, who returned the ball to 
midfield. L.Jenkins on the opposite wing took up the attack, cleverly beating Dowel, passed to Summers, whose kick cannoned off an opposing player for a corner. Jenkins kick was cleared by Nicholson.

Lithgow then came to light with an effort which found Morris in a good scoring position, but unfortunately he overran the ball and thus lost a splendid chance, the ball eventually going behind for a goal kick. Wonderful 
co-operation between South Africa's backs and the goalkeeper Brink were an insipiration. Mention must necessarily be made of Brink's marvellous throwing . To clear, Brink did not always rely on kicking, but would 
hrow the ball almost as far as the average player could kick, unerringly and accurately, always to the feet of one of his own side. 

Keeping up the pressure, South Africa forced a corner. Although this was splendidly placed by Wilson, Walton came to light with a very fine clearance. Classens then came back with a terrific drive, which smashed 
against the crossbar with a resounding impact. Taking play into the visitors' area, Summers missed a sitter right in front with only Brink to beat. Clack for the Springboks then repeated Summers perfofomance by firing 
he ball well over the bar with only Rowan to get past. Another corner to South Africa was well placed by Wilson, and again Walton came to the rescue clearing the danger for his side. 

W.Jenkins made a move on the left wing, but his centre was too far forward, the ball going over the top. Smethurst, inside left, was then placed in possession by Naish and with a hard low drive brought Rowan to his 
knees in effecting what was a remarkable save. Clack then had a try, but his went past the post. Shortly before half-time Rowan was again tested with another of Classens' classic shots, but the former proved equal 
‘0 the occasion. Half-time arrived with the score of one to nil in favor of South Africa. 

Resuming, Lithgow came into the picture as a result of a clever move on the part of Rickard, who placed L.Jenkins in possession, but his final effort went wide of the goals. Shortly after, Smethurst for South Africa 
shot well over the top. Wilson at outside right then tested Rowan with a cross drive, but Rowan took it in his stride and cleared. Then Rickard took a shot at Brink, but it was very wide.

Wilson, taking a beautiful kick, placed the ball on the sure and certain head of Clack, 
who steered it into the net. South Africa kept up the pressure right to the final whistle, but there was no further score. 

It would be futile to single out any of the Lithgow players for special mention without doing an injustice to the members not mentioned. They all played very hard, but were up against a team of wizards with the round 
ball, and | cannot but admire the solid way they stood up to their task. 

The game was played in excellent spirit and was ably handled by referee E.Summers and linesmen A.Penn and J.Wilson.

In beating N.S.W. 3-1 at the Showground yesterday, Yugoslavia showed that it was one of the cleverest Soccer teams to visit Australia. 

The Yugoslavs combined brilliantly in short-passing movements, keeping the N.S.W. defenders constantly running in pursuit of the ball. 

The visitors, surprisingly, did not use the third-back game. 

Centre-half, E.Katnic, left the policing of N.S.W. centre-forward Frank Parsons to left-back Bozo Broketa, who made a thorough job of this task. 
Broketa's uncanny anticipation of passes from the N.S.W. half-backs, and speedy interventions, prevented Parsons from moving with his usual speed. 
The splendid co-operation between the wingers and inside forwards made the Yugoslavian flanks dangerous at all times. 

D.Drvodjelic (outside right) and B.Vukas (outside left) delighted the crowd with an abundance of tricks seldom seen in Australian Soccer. 
Captain Frane Natosic, at inside left, proved an excellent leader, giving voluble instructions to his players throughout the game. 

They immediately responded, showing that the Yugoslavian coaching system pays strict attention to discipline. 

A highlight of the game was the display of goalkeeper Vladimir Beara. 

His amazing agility, terrific one-handed punch clearances, and long kicking brought rounds of applause each time he was brought into action. 
Full-backs L.Kokeza and B.Broketa presented an almost impenetrable barrier in front of Beara. 

N.S.W. forwards hammered at that barrier in occasional bursts, but the backs were safe and cleared cleanly and effectively. 

The peculiar rule of replacements, agreed to by N.S.W. officials before the match, was utilised by the Yugoslavian managers during the interval. 
Centre-forward Krstulovic, whose legs had become stilff through cramps, was replaced by V.Andrijasevic. 

Australia will face a difficult task to beat Yugoslavia in the Tests. 

Drvodjelic, Vukas, Matosic, Broketa, and Beara are Soccer artists who could be fitted into almost any high-class international side. 

The entire Yugoslavian eleven matched N.S.W. in its strongest asset - speed. 

First thrill of the match came when Parsons missed an easy chance from close in. 

The first goal was scored by Matosic. 

Following splendid combination by the entire forward line, Matosic drove the ball home from 25 yards. 

N.S.W. keeper Jim Jenkins got his hands to the ball, but only deflected it against the crossbar. 

J.Marston equalised from a penalty 15 minutes after half-time. 
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The penalty given against Kokeza for pushing Ron Hughes, was an instant decision of referee F.Chidgey, who had a clear view of the incident. 
N.S.W. was behind again within three minutes. 

Inside right B.Vidjak, who had schemed brilliantly throughout, was the scorer from a pass by Drvodjelio. 

Yugoslavia's third goal was scored by Andrijasevic, the second half replacement. 

Vidjak had broken through the N.S.W. defence to make the opening. 

A penalty was given against Drummond in the last minute, but Matosic's fierce drive rebounded from the post.

The slippery ground proved a disadvantage to the visitors who were more used to solid fields. 

The Coast team put up some fine passing movements, but several shots were taken too far out. Had the ball been dribbled up a little further before the shot was taken it is quite possible that the final scores 
have been different. 

Mr.J.Seath, referee, handled the game well. 

Play was held up for several minutes in the first half because spectators crowded over the eastern side line onto the field of play. 

The visitors kicked off and took the play into the Coast territory, where a touch by Mladinic gave the Coast a chance to clear and bring the game to the other end for a fruitless corner. 

Back in the other end, Mrcic sent in a ground shot that just missed the net. 

Drain sent in a first timer from 20 yards out, but Vidovic cleared. 

The game was fast and open with both sides alternately gaining and losing ground. 

Marshall headed the ball into the centre of the field to relieve a difficult situation when he was the only man left to pass. 
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The visitors took play up to the Coast's goal, where the slippery ground made foot control difficult. 

Marshall sent the ball down-field for Krstulovic to bring back. Jenkins came out of his goal to clear, but the Yugoslavs pressed back. 

The Coast looked like scoring but a beautiful header sent the play back to midfleld. 

Offside play by Vukas twice in quick succession robbed Yugoslavia of what looked like certain goals. 

Vidovic brought off a beautiful save when Stewart sent in a fast one from a penalty. 

Drain opened the score after twenty five minutes play, when he took advantage of an opening after three players had passed the ball forward. 

Heartened by this point, the Coast attacked and went within an ace of scoring three minutes later, but Vidovic brought off a beautiful save. 

Jenkins, pressed hard, brought off a save which was loudly applauded. 

He sent the ball, well down-field for the Coast to take the play into the visitors’ territory. 

The play continued fast and open with both sides taking it in turn to press. 

Mann was penalised for a foul charge and Radovnikovic rattled the rigging with a drive that Jenkins had no chance of stopping. 

Mann was again penalised for foul charging Vukas, and Radovnikovic put the Yugoslavs a point in front, just on half time. 

In the second half, Yugoslavia replaced Lustica with Mrcic and Krstulovic with Andrijasevic.

The play was a series of long exchanges. Jenkins fumbled a save but was able to retrieve it before a visiting forward could shoot. The ball hit Jenkins, who staggered, but was able to send the ball downfield. 
Both sides were taking it in turn to attack and defend. 

Duff took the ball up and sent over a nice cross to Willoughby, but Vidovic came out of goal to clear. 

Bignall brought the ball up again and play centred in midfield. 

The play went into Coast's area and Mrcic slammed in a hot one, which Jenkins just failed to divert round the post. 

The Coast cleared well after Yugoslavia had been awarded a free kick, but a foul charge and play came right up the field to be followed by a series of easy exchanges.

Yugoslav Soccer players yesterday accused members of a Sydney team of "dirty play." 

The Yugoslavs beat a metropolitan side, 6-3, in a rough match at the Sydney Cricket Ground. 

Goalkeeper Vladimir Beara, the centre of an "incident" in the second half, said later that the Sydney players put in too much foul play. 
Beara was supported in his accusation by team-mates, Ivo Radovnikovic and Bernad Vukas. 

Vukas said that the referee "should have refereed a Rugby match, instead of soccer." 

The incident which caused most concern to the Yugoslav team occurred in the second half. 

Beara had saved and was coming out to clear his goal when he was tackled by the Sydney inside-left, Harry Robertson. 

Beara fell, and almost immediately a half dozen Yugoslav players gathered around Robertson, talking and gesticulating. 

Referee Thorpe drew Robertson away, cautioned him, and asked a Yugoslav player, Kokeza who had run on from the sideline, to leave the field. 
He gave a free kick to Yugoslavia. 

"Beara had possession of the ball and was running with it when | bumped him," Robertson 

Australian Test team coach, Andy Henderson, said that Robertson's tackle of Beara was legal. 

Later Beara was knocked down by right-winger, Tom Iredale, and the Yugoslav goalie attempted to punch Iredale. 

The visiting captain, Matosic, led his team with great skill, scoring three goals himself.

When the visitors gained their two goals lead there appeared little hope of the Victorians doing any better than the Australian team, which lost the first Test by three goals to nil on the same ground on Saturday. 
However, the Victorians played with more co-operation than the Australians, were better suited than the visitors by the softer ground, and changed their tactics to good effect after the interval. 

That change of tactics was to play Yugoslavia at its own game, using a third back. Long passing from wing to wing was another feature of the visitors' play that Victoria adopted with success. 

Yugoslavia opened its score after 13 minutes. It was the result of perfect combination between Batinic and his right-wingers. A pass to the unmarked Matosic and a low shot completely beat Weight, the Victorian 
goalkeeper, and three minutes later a cross by Vukas enabled Andrijasevic to score Yugoslavia's second goal. 

In a fast run by Victoria, Stoddart put in a shot which Beara stopped. However, he could not get the ball away, and Grix scored. Then, straight from the centre, Krstulovic weaved a way through and replied for 
Yugoslavia. 

Ten minutes before the interval another good run by Victoria resulted in Hardman scoring second goal. In the next minute Barr was left in front of goal, with only Beara to beat, but his shot went high over the crossbar. 
Victoria's introduction of system in the second half put the visitors off their game. Yugoslavia kicked wildly and lost position. Players used their elbows in the clashes and attempted to trip opponents. 

After 15 minutes a perfect centre by Hardman resulted in Wilson heading a goal to level the scores. 

In the closing few minutes Yugoslavia fought desperately for the winning goal, but its shooting was poor.

Yesterday at the Zinc Oval in fine weather and before a large crowd, estimated at between 2,500 and 3,000, the visiting Yugoslav Olympic soccer team gave a pretty exhibittion of the game in outclassing the local 
combined team to win by 5 goals to nil. The locals played really well, and in patches brought on some fine soccer, but they were outclassed and could not break through. 
The B.1.U. Band was in attendance, and before the game played a Yugoslav folk song and the Song of Australia. Appropriate music was played before the match and during interval, and the playing of the National 
Anthem brought the day to a close. 
The locals won the toss and kicked in the first half to the Zinc end. The visitors' centre-forward kicked off, and within half a minute the ball was being picked from the net by the local goalie. The ball next went to the 
locals' end, but Beara stopped it and punted it three-quarters of the way up the field, a crowd pleasing kick, and Yugoslavia goaled again. Captain F.Matosic had scored both these. Several good local moves followed, 
but they could not break the defences. The Yugoslavs had better control and their footwork was pretty. They were also faster to the ball, and were often able to outwit the locals when the latter had the ball. 
As play progressed it became obvious that the Yugoslavs would not miss a head shot either, and their positional play was something to marvel at. They knew every time where a man was, and put the ball to him. 
Even long shots that looked "wild" went straight to a man. 
Vukas was playing very well and a goal came from a pass by him to Krstulovic, who headed it through. Rossetti was playing well for the locals, as was C.Meadows in defence. 
The locals carried a good move right down to goal, Beara stopped it, lost his grip, a local got it past him, but it hit the underside of the top bar, dropped down, and Beara fell on it. Many thought it a goal, but referee

by the locals drew a round of applause. |.Radovnikovic, Matosic and Vukas were playing very well. 
At the change the Yugoslavs led 3-0. Matosich was replaced by Mladinic in this half. Early Krstulovic headed a shot from T.Radovnikovic and it hit the bar. The locals kicked too hard when approaching the goal and 
gave Beara too much chance of getting it. Play swayed for a long time without a score. The tempo of the game seemed to have slowed. The visitors did not seem so brilliant, although their backs (Broketa and 
Kokeza) were strong and the locals could not break through. The Yugoslavs did not seem to attack with the same vigor as earlier. Many times Broken Hill looked to have a chance, but they were kept out. 
Next score came from a pass by Krstulovic to Andrejasevic who just beat the local goalie. The locals were lucky when Vukas took a penalty kick close in and hit the upright with a scorching shot. It was a let-off. 
Then Andrejasevic goaled to make the score 5-0. Soon after Alagich stopped another hot shot from Vukas, and the game ended with play still swaying about the centre.

Mr.Telfer was secretary of the S.A. Council for 10 years, and is now deputy chairman. He has also been for 6 years on the Australian Soccer Council. He refereed the Australia v South Africa match in Adelaide last 
year. 


Local captain G.Love said his team tried very hard. All were triers and he did not think they were disgraced in defeat. 
Local president R.Alagich said it was a pity the locals did not have a stronger team even to have made the visitors play harder and provide the spectators with even more thrills.

The whole visiting forward line continually switched positions which left the State defenders bewildered, as to who they should mark. 

On one occasion during which a goal was scored, the Olympic left winger, Bernard Vukas, finished up playing on the right flank. 

At times Vukas, Matosic, and Drvadjelic ran through a bunch of defenders with the ball seemingly glued to their toes. 

Yugoslavia also used dummying tactics cleverly. 

Two or more forwards would jump over a pass from the wing, permitting another forward to come through and score. 

It was the Yugoslavs' biggest win of the tour. 

It was not the State's worst defeat, as they went under to South Africa in 1947 11-1 and were beaten by the English professionals in 1925 10-0. 

The Yugoslavs claimed after the match that they had given their best display in Australia. 

The long rest at Redcliffe had enabled them to take the field in top condition, they said. 

After a slow start, the Yugoslavs gave an amazing display of ball control and positional play - equal to anything seen from a visiting Soccer team. 

Queensland made a fair showing in the first half, but cracked completely after the interval. This may have been due to the loss of their test centre, G.Nunn, who was taken to hospital , with a fractured collar-bone, 
following a collision with a Yugoslav defender, 15 minutes after half-time. Nunn, who played with Australia in the first two tests, is not likely to play any further football this season. 

Yugoslavia's manager (Mr. A.Novak) and the captain (F.Matosic) said afterwards that Queensland were a better team than some of the sides they had played in the south, but appeared to crack up in the second half 
due to lack of condition. 
In the second half particularly, the Slavs seemed more intent on giving an exhibition of footwork than in scoring goals. Their cover defence work was also superb. 

Whenever Queensland began an attack, the three halves, Mrcic, Katnic, and Radovnikovic, would fall back and cover all the Maroon forwards with the aid of the full-backs, Broketa and Kokeza. 
The result was that the goal-keeper, V.Beara, had only a few half-hearted shots to deal with. 

The only time Queensland seemed likely to score was when A.Donsky missed from a penalty, and a cross by B. McCarthy hit the upright with the goalkeeper beaten almost at the finish. 

The only State player to show up was the goalkeeper, W.Mitchell, who could have saved only one of the goals. 

There was no purpose behind the play of the State team. Most of the players just kicked the ball and hoped it would go to one of their own team. 

Queensland made the mistake of standing off and letting the Yugoslavs run rings round them. More vigorous play might have put the visitors off their game. 

Yugoslav opened the score five minutes after the start when F.Matosic slammed the ball in after several forwards had dummied. 

Before the interval B.Vukas and V.Andrijasevic added further goals. 

Eighteen minutes after the interval the Yugoslavs had scored four more goals, Andrijasevic getting two and Matosic and Drvodjelic one each. 

Before the finish Matosic, Drvodjelic, and Andrijasevic each scored another goal. 

The attendance was 8500.

Brisbane cracked up badly in the last 20 minutes to go under by seven goals to nil to the unbeaten Yugoslav soccer team at the Exhibition Ground last night. 
Up till then they had put up a good showing, and the Yugoslavs said afterwards it was one of the hardest games of the tour. 
Yugoslav manager (Mr. A.Novak) said that Brisbane had fought much better than Queensland did last Saturday. 

The visitors' team last night was the same that defeated Queensland by 10 goals to nil. 
Brisbane's vigorous play, especially in the first half, often had the Yugoslavs rattled. 
On one occasion their full back, L.Kokeza, was warned by the referee (R.James) for disputing a linesman's decision, and several times other Yugoslav players were booed by the crowd for protesting against the 


referee's rulings. 


The Yugoslav defence was again like a stone wall, with the full-backs, B.Broketa and L.Kokeza, and centre-half E.Katnic, seldom missing a kick. 
Their goalkeeper, V.Beara, often got them out of trouble with kicks three-quarters the length of the field. 

Brisbane's best defender was former English professional, Harry Brophy, who frequently saved what looked like certain goals. 
Corinthian full-back, H.Crewdson, also gave a grand display and kept Olympic winger, B.Vukas, relatively quiet. 

Brisbane wing halves, W.Dearlove and W.Robins, were sound in defence, but their ball distribution was not always accurate. 
Though the local attack was always safely held, S.Morgan and C.Tatters, on the right flank, often pleased the crowd with clever play. 
Yugoslavs' best forward was right wing, D.Drivodjelic, who had a hand in four of their goals. 
He left the field 20 minutes before the finish following a collision with a Brisbane defender. 
The Yugoslav captain, F.Matosic, was always a danger, and scored three good goals. 

The attack, however, was not as impressive as on Saturday, but it was the first time that most of their players had taken part in a floodlit game. 
Yugoslavia's goals were scored by F.Matosic (3), B.Vukas (2). D.Drivodjelic, and V.Andrijasevic.

Although beaten by 4 goals to nil, the Ipswich Soccer team made a brave showing against the all-conquering Yugoslavs at Bundamba yesterday afternoon. The Ipswich team had many chances, but the forwards 
were unable to make the best use of them. 

The match was witnessed by 3000 spectators who packed around all sides of the ground. The official gate receipts were £295. 

After the game the Yugoslav captain, L.Kokeza, commented on the fairness of the Ipswich players, and added that Mr.J.Perotte was a very good referee. In contrast to Saturday's test, not one penalty was awarded, 
and the number of free kicks was considerably less. 

The Ipswich half-back line functioned like a well-oiled machine in the first half, and backed up by solid defensive work by Newlands and Duncan, prevented the Yugoslavs from, playing their usual type of game. 

The local team was unlucky to be down two goals at half-time, as the ball went through Mlitchell 's legs to score the second goal, and the goal keeper should have held it. 

The weakest link of the home team was the forward line. Centre forward R.Hughes, who replaced "Bunny" Nunn, broke through on numerous occasions, but poor finishing off in front of the goal prevented goals from, 
being scored. Coleman, who took Brian Bruce's place at inside-right, was out of position and did his best work in defence. 

Bob Lawrie, at centre-half, played one of the best games of his career in the first half, and during that period Lex Gibb gave glimpses of his best footwork. Alf Gibb was also in the picture, doing much solid work. 
The Yugoslav 'keeper was called upon to do more work than against Queensland or Australia and he revealed himself as a first class custodian. Throughout the game he did not make a single mistake. 

The test full-backs, Broketa and Kokeza were a combination which any team would find hard to penetrate. Broketa's long clearance kicks got his team out of many dangerous situations. 

Left winger, Vukas, and inside right, Lustica, were the only test forwards in yesterday's team, and the forward line did not appear as dangerous as it had in previous matches. Vukas pleased the crowd with his tricky 
ootwork, and was most dangerous of the forwards. 

Goal scorers for Yugoslavia were: Lustica 2, Vukas, and T. Radovnikovic. 

Ipswich attacked from the kick-off, and Lawrie shot from wide out, but the goal keeper saved. The first goal was scored by Lustica after six minutes of play. The Yugoslavs were awarded a free kick inside their own 
erritory. Kokeza kicked the ball towards the Ipswich goal, and when the bounce beat the defence, Lustica was in position to put it past Mitchell. 

Still taking the initiative, the Ipswich players attacked the Yugoslav goal, and Kelly sent in a hard shot which was well held by Beara. Shortly after wards Kelly put in another hard shot from 30 yards out and Beara 
dived to make a good save. Play continued to centre in Yugoslav territory and a shot by Coleman went over the net. 

The Yugoslavs were beginning to settle down better. Play was taken to the Ipswich goal, but Vukas's shot missed the net. After 26 minutes’ play, Lustica sent in a shot which went through Mitchell's legs into the net 
o make the score 2-nil. The score was unchanged at half-time. 

Within a minute of the resumption Ipswich attacked strongly and Coleman put the ball past Beara. However, the referee disallowed the goal and awarded the Yugoslavs a free kick. 

There was a close call for Ipswich when Mitchell just managed to push a hard drive over the bar. Poor finishing off by the Ipswich forwards saw two opportunities of scoring lost. 

The third goal was added by Vukas nearly half an hour after the resumption. He got possession near the goal, outwitted Newlands, and put the ball into the corner of the net. 

Hughes went close to scoring, but Beara cleared well. Vukas put the ball into the net twice in a short period but on each occasion he was ruled off side. The Ipswich backs were standing well up on the Yugoslav 
orwards, and caught them off side on many occasions. 

The best shot for Ipswich was a low drive by Coleman. It was a hard shot but the goalie saved brilliantly. Towards the end of the match Vukas ran the ball up to the Ipswich goal, and passed in-field for Radovnikovic

The Yugoslavia soccer team beat New South Wales by four goals to one in the match yesterday at Newcastle Sports Ground, after scores were 1-all at half-time. 
The State team, a most convinceing force in the first half, deserved the chastisement of such a clear defeat because of its errors in the second. 
The loss was brought on by an inexplicable change of tactics after the Yugoslavia team had been so rattled in the first half that its usually immaculate attack was unable to form the movements with which it later 
trounced the State side. 
The half-backs were at fault. In the first half they kept the ball up to the attack with quick, soundly judged kicking. In the second half the same players ran with the ball. That was fatal. 
It not only meant that the New South Wales forwards were run out of position but, what was worse, that the Yugoslavia defence had time to cover an attack. It could not do that properly in the first half. Once the New 
South Wales half-backs began to dribble the ball the match was lost. 
Yugoslavia is a better team now than when it beat Austratia in the first Test match in Sydney. 
The greatest lesson in yesterday's match was that Australian methods are a long way behind the times. The third-back game, now old in football technique, is almost unknown in Australia and little attempt has been 
made to learn it. It is obvious that, if Australians do not take the trouble to find a counter to the system, they must adopt the style. 
Play sometimes reached fair heights, but there were many ragged periods in which passing was weak on both sides. There was more method in the Yugoslavian work, b? more speed in that of New South Wales. 
Yugoslavia was fortunate to have the best forward on the ground - its captain, F. Matosic, who planned from start to finish and finally induced the other forwards to follow his direct methods. It also had the best player 
on the ground, E. Katnic, the nominal centre half-back, who is an admirable "stopper." His demonstration of the third-back game should have been a convincing lesson to those who argue that the system is not 
worthwhile. 
New South Wales began the match as if it were to last for only a few minutes. But the hot pace was maintained and, with the forwards receiving the greater share of the ball, New South Wales was all over its 
opponent. Only Katnic stood between his goal and a tall score. He watched Date as a cat watches a mouse and pounced on him whenever Date received the ball. 
There was some good attacking football played by New South Wales in the first 30 minutes, and the score might have been greater had not forwards persisted in trying to beat two men when their task was to beat 
only one. 
During this time only Matosic and B.Vukas, on Yugoslavia's left wing, seemed likely to be a danger, and Drummond made sure that they were well covered. The result was that they were forced to shoot from 
appreciable distances, Mahoney having to save only one shot which could be described as "hot." 
The lead which New South Wales gained after 12 minutes was well deserved. It was scored by Johns, but engineered by Date after a good pass from O'Neill. Date could probably have brought the pass under control 
but drew a man and flicked the ball to Johns, who eagerly grabbed a tailor-made opportunity. 
Yugoslavia made some great efforts after this, Parkes and Drummond having to tackle grimly to keep out two strong attacks. The half-backs were also prominent and defended well. 
It was Matosic who finally tricked the defenders. He drew them to the left and banged the ball to the right, where the winger, D.Drvodjelic, closed in quickly and scored with a left-footed, first-time shot. This goal was 
merited and was not the result of a defensive error. It was a reward for sound positional play. 
In the second half the first warning came when O'Neill ran with the ball and lost it. S.Lustica, standing unmarked, received a good pass and scored a fine goal from 25 yards out. 
He scored again not long afterwards, still unmarked, with a good header. The sting was then out of the State side and Matosic made the drubbing complete when he scored after a corner. 
Best of the New South Wales players were R.Bignall, the "find" of the season, H.Parkes, C.Drummond and W.Mahoney. D.Coote and K.O'Neill were outstanding in the first half and played themselves out of the Test

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team in the second. A.Johns and E.Kemp vere fairly good. Wynn failed to come up to expectations, Hughes had a quiet day, and Date, though slow, did not have many opportunities to show if that made much 
difference.

A Yugoslav player sent from the field for misconduct during the first half of the Soccer match against Northern districts at Cessnock yesterday was replaced. 

This is believed to be without precedent in any football code, it was the culmination of a series of incidents which once seemed likely to become serious. Some of the crowd of about 5000 jumped the fence, but were 
quickly quietened by officials. 

The player concerned was the outside-right, D.Drvodjelic. He ran, waving his arms, to the referee (A.Welsh), who, when a linesman flagged another Yugoslav offside, had awarded Northern districts a free-kick. 
Drvodjelic was warned by Welsh, but picked up the ball and drop-kicked it at the referee, narrowly missing him. 

Welsh immediately ordered Drvodjelic from the field. He refused to go, and Welsh was quickly surrounded by shouting Yugoslav players who, with arms waving, were obviously expressing displease. Welsh again 
pointed at Drvodjelic and then at the pavilion. Some of the Yugoslav players began to leave the field. They returned when called by their captain (Frane Matosic), who, earlier, had been concerned in an incident with 
Welsh. 

Drvodjelic obviously did not intend to leave the field. Welsh began to walk towards the sideline, but Matosic ran after him, catching him near the half-way flag, which is the nearest to the referee's dressing room. He 
put a restraining hand on Welsh's shoulder and called for the team's interpreter, Mr.H. Kosovich, a West Australian travelling with the side. 

The three were quickly surrounded by the Yugoslav players and the group was joined by the Australian Association's representatives with the Yugoslav team, Messrs. R.Grieves and S.A.Delves, and by the Northern 
Districts team captain, R.Date, and coach, A.Quill. 

Welsh, without speaking, left the group and remained, aloof, some yards away. 

The crowd was hooting the Yugoslav players and applauding Welsh. Some climbed the fence and made as if to go on to the field, but were shepherded back to the fence by officials of Cessnock Club, on whose 
ground the match was played. 

After excited conversation, Matosic walked towards Drvodjelic, who quickly left the field. 

Play restarted but, to the amazement of the crowd, B. Vukas, one of the best of the Yugoslav players, ran to take Drvodjelic's place. This led to another outburst of hooting. Quill ran towards the field calling Welsh, 
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who came to the sideline. After a few words with officials, Welsh nodded at Quill, then ran back to the field and started play again. 

It was later explained that the Australian Association had agreed to replacements. Mr.Grieves said this included replacements for those sent from the field, as well as for injured men. 

This was the major incident in the match. Earlier in the first half, Matosic had argued a decision and pushed the referee. He did something similar in the third Test match, in Brisbane, a fortnight ago. Welsh 
overlooked the push. He said he made full allowance for the Yugoslav players’ excitable natures. 

"| could not overlook Drvodjelic kicking the ball at me, he said. "Had | done so | might as well have walked off myself, so little control would | have had." 

In the second half there were late tackling, tripping, elbowing and shoving on both sides. Northern players said that this, on their part, was in retaliation. 

"They know more tricks than any other players | have met, said Date, who has had long experience in international Soccer. "You could see what we were doing because we were in the open. But you could not see 
what they were doing. We had none of the best of it." 

Other Northern players said that they had a bad time. Players in the Test on Saturday complained of similar treatment. 

Tempers cooled towards the end of the game, which became one-sided and the match finished on a quiet note. Some players shook hands when play ended.

The Yugoslav Soccer tean outclassed a disappointing Northern districts side at Cessnock yesterday. It won by eight goals to two. 

Yugoslavia could probably have scored more goals had it wished, so much superior was it in the end. Northern districts, never a convincing side, allowed itself to be overrun when, for a period in the second half, it 
began to play the man instead of the ball. The players were probably led into this error as a result of a series of incidents which marred the first half. 

They also found that, contrary to report, the Yugoslav team was as much at home on a wet ground as a dry. The Yugoslavs showed fine control on a ground which, in most places, was little more than a puddle. It 
was the Northern players who were uncomfortable. 

The Northern side failed badly, particularly in the second half. It sometimes reached the concerted standard expected of a schoolboy side, but that was only in its brighter moments; otherwise it was a leaderless 
legion with little idea of progressive, methodical football. 

Only R.Date showed football intelligence. The line missed A.Johns, who rested his leg. J.Drinkwater came into the side so that it had three club centre-forwards in the inside positions. It was an instance of too many 
centre-forwards spoiling a football team. 

The Northern team switched its tactics from the modified third-back game to allow E.Screen, the centre half-back, to adopt an attacking role, but that suited Yugoslavia's remarkable schemer, Frane Matosic, who 
was the constant annoyance and danger to the Northern team's shaky defence. But it is not likely that had Screen remained on his own goalline, the superior was the European side result would have been changed, 
so which, in the last 15 minutes, toyed with the opposition. 

The North played its best football early in the match. But when W.Mahoney, in goal, made a weak attempt to clear and, instead, allowed the ball to trickle gently to Vidovic, who calmly walked it into the unattended 
net, the North's stocks slumped. An effort was made to pull the side together, but nothing Date did - and he tried hard - could encourage his side. Yugoslavia led 3-nil at half-time. 

The North again started at great pace in the second half, and Date revived hopes by scoring a fine goal, but too much attention was then paid to the man and too little to the football. 

The Yugoslavs ran rings round the North's players from then on, and although their progress was frequently checked by a push or a late tackle - and the Yugoslavs also did their share of both - that was merely 
delaying the inevitable. Yugoslavia scored five more goals in the second half, and the North one more, each team scoring one goal in the half from the penalty spot, when a defender scooped the legs of an attacker 
from under him. 

The one second half consolation for a big, eager crowd was the exhibition the Yugoslav attack provided. The forwards "waltzed" round the North's defence, Matosic and Vukas often leaving as many as four players 
stranded with superb footwork and then giving the ball away when they could have scored.

The State players were clever individually but lacked the polish and positional play of their opponents. 
Time and again the local players made progress with the ball, but on almost every occasion the pass went to the foot of an opponent. That was where the local boys fell down. Their combination was not in the same 
street as their opponents, who never missed as opportunity to open up the play with clever placements to the men in the best position to make progress. 

The State defence worked tirelessly, with Johnstone, Combe and Johnson always to the fore, and Mills and Heffernan defending stubbornly in the latter stages. 
The outstanding defender for the State team was Sloma, the Woodside goalkeeper, who made many remarkable saves. He was awarded the trophy at the end of the game for best South Australian player. 
The SA forwards were never knit together as a unit. Cranswick and Caputo were the only two who looked dangerous. The others tried hard but never got an opportunity to settle.

On Saturday at the W.A.C.A. ground, where a team of Yugoslavs beat Western Australia 14-1, about 8,000 people saw an exhibition of soccer not excelled in Perth since the visit of an English professional side in 
1924. It was not expected that W.A. would extend the Yugoslavs, a team almost of international standard, but few could have imagined such an overwhelming defeat. 

The game was fairly even for the first 15 minutes in spite of two goals against W.A., but once the Yugoslavs had the measure of their opponents a big score was certain. Uncanny positional play and scissors 
movements on both wings nonplussed the home defence and left the inside forwards, Matosic, Krstulovic and Andrij as evic, in good positions inside the penalty area. They took such advantage of their opportunities 
that at half-time no fewer than ten goals had been scored against W.A. 

In the second half the Yugoslavs appeared to ease up. A penalty against them for "hands" was well-taken by Smethurst and gave W.A. its only goal. The home side did not relax and seized any opportunities to 
attack, but Beara coolly dealt with anything that came his way, either punting the ball over the half-way line or throwing it to the foot of a waiting back. 

In the last 20 minutes there was a demonstration of triangular movements by Vukas and Matosic (forwards) and Ivo Radovnikovic (half-back). 

McGovern, the W.A. goalkeeper, could not be blamed for any but two of the goals against him; in fact it is doubtful whether he had more than a fleeting glimpse of 12 shots. The wing half-backs Reid and McShane. 
were continually drawn away from the opposing wingers, who were left with an open run and thus drew Cherry and Thomson out of position. On the few occasions that the wingers were marked their speed left the 
halves standing. Of the W.A. forwards Smethurst, Atkin and Joosten played well but the forwards as a combination were out of their class. 

Of the Yugoslavs Mrcic and Broketa (backs) were very safe, as was Katnic at centre-half. The forwards were brilliant, particularly Vukas, Matosic and Drvodjelic. On the run their body swerve, feinting and ball control 
kept the W.A. men guessing. The continual passing and repassing would probably not have been indulged in against tougher opposition but it was very entertaning for the crowd. 

The game was clean but there was too much elbow work by the visitors, probably from habit rather than malice. 

As a preliminary two selected junior teams performed creditably. 

For the match against the Yugoslavs at Subiaco Oval tomorrow the State side will be selected from: Oswald, Thomson, James, Reid, Jordan, Martin, Brackenridge, Atkin, Hooks, Smethurst, Joosten, McCaig, 
McDonald, McShane, R.Robertson. Cherry, McGovern and den Kidder.

The visitors took command of the game early and scored seven goals before half-time. Play was not so one-sided in the second half and from a breakaway McCaig scored a good goal. 

After the match the Yugoslavs were entertained by the W.A. Soccer Association. The visitors will leave for Europe today. Next year they propose to make a tour of Canada and America. 
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
